Southern 


Gardens 
By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


N the South this is the last call for 

roses. New bushes should be set out 

by the middle of this month, but 
planting time can be extended until 
March 15 if necessary. If you have not 
already ordered your plants, do so at 
once and get the ground ready. 


SOIL PREPARATION for roses in 
sandy areas differs from that in the muck 
of low-lying bayou sections. This is how 
we cope with the sand which often under- 
lies a surface layer of sandy loam. 
Trenches are dug 3 feet deep and the 
bottom filled in with broken brickbats 
mixed with clay. Above that, but still 
below the root level, is placed a layer of 
well-rotted manure and loam. The 
trenches are then filled in with leafmold 
mixed with good loam. Sometimes, in- 
stead of sand, a layer of clay occurs 
beneath the topsoil. This must be broken 
up, mixed with bricks and_ similarly 
placed at the bottom of the trenches. 

Gardeners in the bayou sections of the 
South complain frequently of their ina- 
bility to grow roses. Too much water and 
insufficient drainage are the difficulties 
here, but a trench prepared as described 
above with broken brickbat drainage will 
correct the problem. 

Too much compost can be detrimental 
to roses and should always be placed 
well below the roots. It is better to use 
leafmold as a conditioner and fertilize 
with bonemeal or special rose foods. 
After planting roses, bank topsoil around 
the stems several inches above the 
ground level and leave until leaf buds 
appear. Last summer was a fiendish one 
in the South. Hurricane winds, heavy 
rains and then a long season of drought 
made gardening a general headache. But 
where were grown in well-pre- 
pared beds or borders, their blooms were 
supremely beautiful.

SEEDS of verbena and petunia started 
now in flats of good soil will give you 
summer flowers. If you have not already 
sown seeds of plants to cover the bulb 
beds, do now. Phlox drummondi, 
Nemophila menziesi, Virginian stocks 
(Malcomia maritima) and _ gypsophila 
Covent Garden Market strain bloom very 
quickly.

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How to Judge 


Arrangements 


HOSE who have 
judged flower 
arrangements, 


those who are study- 
ing to become 
judges, those who 
exhibit flower ar- 
rangements in com- 
petition and even 
those who visit flower shows only as spec- 
tators will be delighted to find a book 
devoted to exhibition arrangements and 
-how they are judged. In FLower Ar- 
RANGEMENTS JUDGED AND Point Scorep 
(Merriewoode Press), $3.50. Marie 
Stevens Wood has approached the sub- 
ject with sensitive awareness of the place 
flower arrangement holds in the world of 
artistic expression. Her intention is to 
promote greater understanding of flower 
show exhibition and thoughtful appraisal 
by those called on to judge. Knowledge 
of her subject is reflected on every page; 
she has won more than 100 trophies and 
ribbons as an exhibitor. 

Mrs. Wood describes what is expected 
of the exhibitor, suggests qualities of the 
ideal judge and outlines the principles 
of design. The 63 pictures include ar- 
rangements made by distinguished pro- 
fessionals and skilled garden club gues! 
arrangers, Previous to publication, Mrs. 
Wood submitted these arrangement photo- 
graphs to able judges in all parts of the 
country for their appraisal—each judge 
distinguished in special training and ex- 
perience in design as applied to artistic 
flower arrangement. 

Beneath each arrangement photo in 
the book is a full description and iden- 
tification of the materials used. On the 
facing page are listed the features of 
the arrangement to be evaluated with 
percentage points allotted for each. A 
corresponding score of one of the judges 
is also given. One has a chance to meet 
these judges—this is rarely possible- 
since a biographical sketch of each is 
presented before the discussion. The 
judge not only evaluates the arrange- 
ment in question arithmetically but sums 
up to justify the decision. 

The book is arranged to create the im- 
pression of a well-staged flower show.

It’s a show to browze 
through, study, and to perhaps re-enter to 
“feel” and contemplate with the judges.

Warminster Broom 


OT everyone can grow Warminster 

broom (Cytisus praecox), but if 

you have poor, dry soil in your 
garden, this and its relatives are among 
the first shrubs you should consider 
planting. I mention it at this time be- 
cause although it is deciduous, its twigs 
remain a conspicuous green all winter, 
giving it an evergreen effect. Mature 
leaves are minute, only about a half inch 
long and very narrow. In midspring 
year after year, small pealike lemon yel- 
low flowers appear in great profusion, 
making it one of the most colorful garden 
shrubs. There is no other woody plant 
grown out of doors in the central or 
northern parts of our country which has 
flowers just this beautiful pale shade of 
yellow. The shrub seldom grows over 6 
feet tall and can be kept lower by judi- 
cious pruning. Blooming at ihe same 
time as the common lilac and Korean 
azalea, it combines particularly well with 
the latter. 

It must be admitted that most brooms 
are difficult to transplant and this species 
is no exception, which is probably the 
reason so many gardeners have failed 
with it. It is best to buy only potted 
plants or very small nursery plants. The 
latter should be dug very carefully with 
a ball of earth about the roots, and both 
potted plants and small nursery plants 
do best when placed immediately in their 
permanent growing places. 

Because these shrubs require poor soil, 
too much rich soil may cause them to 
fail. However, they should have sufficient 
water until well established. Full sun- 
shine is a prerequisite if they are to 
flourish. This shrub can never be ex-

pected to do well in deep shade and 
even in semishade will produce only a 
few flowers. In a sunny location, it is 
considerably denser and twigger than 
any of the other brooms in 
America. 

When Warminster broom really grows 
vigorously, it may become top-heavy. with 
considerably more dense branch growth 
than the main stems can support in a 
heavy snowfall. When this is the case, 
use the pruning shears and give the 
plant a chance. Also use the pruning 
shears (and in time) to prevent the 
shrub’s growing scraggly and open at the 
bottom. And, as before mentioned. you 
can prune to restrict the height of the 
shrub when desired. Pruning should 
usually be done in very early spring so 
that there will be plenty of time for new 
shoots to develop. When possible, some 
young branches should be left below the 
cut. 

This is another one of the low-main- 
tenance shrubs, for given its two requi- 
sites—poor soil and bright sunlight—it 
is not infested with any serious disease or 
insect. It has proved to be the hardiest 
of all the brooms as far north as Boston. 

Warminster broom originated near 
Warminster, England, (1867) is a cross 
between Cytisus multiflorus and C. pur- 
gans. Seedlings revert to either one or 
the other parent. Cuttings taken from 
ripened wood in late June or early Ju'y 
root quickly and easily, even in sand in 
the open greenhouse. In an experiment 
at the Arnold Arboretum, some of these 
cuttings were placed in a chamber wit! 
a controlled, high humidity. Most of 
them failed to root. However, the chec!s

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Plants and Birds 


By ALFRED E. RUNK

The attention-demanding cardinal flashes 
scarlet plumage and whistles a loud 
melodious tune every month of the year. 


ARDINALS or redbirds are abundant 
C in most southern states, where 

they seem to be almost ubiquitous. 
We find them in gardens, parks, bushy 
thickets, in heavy growth along swampy 
streams and in mixed woodlands. They 
become progressively rarer farther north 
but are known to breed as far north as 
southern Canada. 

The cardinal is one of our most bril- 
liantly colored birds. The head of the 
male is prominently crested and_ the 
narrow region about the base of the 
bill and the throat is jet black. The rest 
of the plumage is bright vermillion 
red except the back, wings and _ tail, 
which are dull red washed lightly with 
gray. The female is not so fully crested 
and is ashy brown with some red. 

The enormous conical red bill, power- 
ful enough to crack cherry pits, is char- 
acteristic and is even more conspicuous 
in the female than in the male. 

The song of the male is a series of loud 
but melodious whistles, each phrase usu- 
ally repeated several times. One of the 
common notes is very much like a whistle 
used in calling a dog, and dogs are fre- 
quently deceived by the bird’s calls. The 
female is herself a charming singer, 
more pleasing to many than her mate, 
the carol being softer in tone and differ- 
ent from his in other ways. This bird 
is one of those rare songsters that break 
into music every month of the year. 

As the head of the family, the male 
cardinal is admirable not only in his 
attentions to his lovely demure-colored 
female but in singing to her by the hour 
and in protecting her from intrusion oF 
danger. To the young in the nest, he is 
an untiring provider of worms and grubs 
and thus is most useful in a garden. 
Nothing can be more comical than his 
behavior when he conducts his young 
family out into the world while his mate 
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engaged with her second sitting. He 


ij as fussy as any young mother, hopping 
2 out in great excitement and appearing 


t. think the whole world is thirsting for 
tie life of his pretty little ones. 

Wild seeds and fruits supplemented ‘by 
a variety of insects are the cardinal’s 
chief foods. The birds’ fondness for sun- 
flower, melon and squash seeds will 
bring them to feeding stations, and a 
steady supply will help establish wander- 
ers as local residents. The cardinals are 
very partial to the fruits of the vibur- 
nums, eating the pulp and also cracking 
the seeds for their contents. 

No. group of shrubs and small trees 
is so generally desirable as is the vast 
array of viburnums. They have splendid 
foliage and contrast with one another 
so that an entire*planting might be made 
of this genus. One of the most useful 
is the mapleleaf viburnum, Viburnum 
acerifolium, also known in various parts 
of the country as dockmackie, squash- 
berry, mapleleaf guelder-rose and maple- 
leaved arrow-wood. 

The mapleleaf viburnum is particularly 
valuable because of the persistence of 
the drupes, some of which have been 
known to be retained for more than a 
year. It is most excellent even when 
grown under conditions intolerable to 
most shrubs—that is, under trees in 
drought and shade. 

The mapleleaf viburnum has _ three- 
lobed, coarsely toothed leaves 2 to 5 
inches long. Rounded or heart-shaped 
at the base, they are slightly hairy above 
and densely so beneath, with minute 
black dots. The clustered creamy white 
flowers open in June and usually escape 
the ravages of late frosts. The ornamental 
black fruits are abundantly produced. 

The shrub itself has slender branches 
and does not grow taller than 5 feet. 
This lack of height is an advantage when 
the shrub is used as underplanting for 
taller shrubs and trees or in gardens 
where low-growing material is desirable. 

Unlike most viburnums, the mapleleaf 
virburnum should not be used as a speci- 
men but reserved for mass _ planting 
situations. There its autumnal purplish 
red is outstanding and contrasts well 
against the fall landscape. 

\ttractive late flowers, good summer 
foliage relatively free from insects and 
disease, tolerance of drought and shade, 
exceptional fall coloring and fruit to the 
taste of autumn and winter bird visitors 
all combine to make the mapleleaf 
Viburnum a shrub that is useful in all

Experiments maj 
sometimes bring disillusion—that’s part 
of the gardening game—but they als 
bring extreme satisfaction. Every new 
plant grown broadens the scope o! 
horticulture, encouraging nurserymen to 
carry unusual materials and lifting the 
gardens in your immediate area above a 
level of oppressive monotony. 


Southern California 


There are now more than 45 different 
ceanothus (wild lilac) varieties and 
species in the trade. The Southlander 
need no longer complain that C. glorio- 
sus, which has a lovely leaf but does 
not bloom as freely here as in northern 
California, is the only prostrate form ob- 
tainable. Vine Hill ceanothus grows wide 
and flax: Mount Vision is also good; and 
C. thyrsiflorus repens does fairly well 
when given some shade. All of these have 
blue flowers. Stunning Sierra Blue 
spreads and grows low when its erect 
branches are cut back. Once in awhile 
a prostrate form of C. foliosus can be 
located. Two-foot-high C. rigidus is now 
available with white flowers, and there 
is a broad 2-foot form of handsome C. 
purpureus, a species admirably suited to 
Southern California. 

If you live where bouganvillea survives 
the winter and are contemplating plant- 
ing this imposing vine, consider the new 
pink, yellow and coral varieties. Some 
of these new plants are not as rampant 
as Crimson Lake and Barbara Karst and 
can be kept small if shaped when young. 
A few can even be grown as shrubs, as 
they are in Florida. Give your bougan- 
villeas fairly rich soil and sun. 


California Fog Belt 


Glorybush, Tibouchina elegans (we 
used to call it pleroma), produces its 
large royal purple flowers so continually 
in the Fog Belt that most gardeners do 
not have the heart to prune it. When 
given its way, especially if planted in 
shade (as this tropical shrub should not 
be), glorybush is apt to grow tall and 
spindly. If you want a well-shaped bush 
covered with blossoms, prune when the 
flowers are fewest—probably now. Tke 
shears in hand, being “cruel only to be 
kind,” and cut the bush back one third. 
Soon you will have a magnificent s| 
men which will flower profusely ‘oF 
many months.

West Coast Gardening

If you have grown charming Chrysan- 
themum mawi from North Africa you 
know how well it does in the Fog Belt, 
but you may not know that there are 
many forms and shades, some almost 
crimson instead of rose and with very 
dark centers. Take cuttings of this de- 
lightful dwarf evergreen sub-shrub, for 
it is likely to succumb to periods of 
drought. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


How I wish that gardeners in the big 
central valley could get some of the 
superb lavateras, such as Loveliness or 
Sunset, the dark dwarf salvia Blue 
Beard and the loose, branching hybrids 
of Aster novae-angliae with flowers re- 
sembling Aster frikarti, although a lit- 
tle smaller. I saw these burgeoning in 
English gardens and longed to have Big 
Valley nurseries carry them. Annual rud- 
beckias were also very exciting and 
might be acquired from English seed 
companies. 

If you have not finished planting fruit 
trees and flowering shrubs, do so this 
month. Hopa crabapple has not been 
overworked; you will like its flowers of 
old rose and may want to use the yellow 
fruit for jelly. Shirofugen is a satisfac- 
tory pink flowering cherry; the bloom 
lasts a long while, becoming white and, 
in its last stages, a soft rose. You can 
avoid the untidiness of redbud seeds with 
the new non-fruiting Chinese form. Its 
flowers are vivid crimson. Wouldn’t a 
white redbud which never bore seed be 
stunning with this Chinese tree? 


Paeifie Northwest 


In central California the second spring, 
which occurs this month, is heralded by 
yellow narcissus in gardens, yellow mus- 
tard in orchards, yellow pansies in fresh 


| green grass and halos of yellow acacias 


everywhere. Acacia trees may not be 
possible here, but potted acacias, like 
potted eucalyptus, can be managed and 
are adding interest to Northwest gardens. 
It is important not to over water acacia 
when the plant is not in vigorous growth. 

I was recently confronted with an 
abominable sight, an example of what 
not to do. It was a rock garden be- 
neath gorgeous live oaks, in which beau- 
tiful boulders had been painted red, 
white and blue.

Maintenance 


by ALDEN EATON 


LANDSCAPE SUPERINTENDENT, COLONIAL WILLIAMSBURG 


Design and materials make the gar- 
den beautiful, but it is unceasing main- 
tenance that keeps it beautiful. At 
Colonial Williamsburg, the task of main- 
taining—and even enhancing—the formal 
18th-century loveliness of the some 75 
gardens is a complicated large-scale 
operation. For one thing, the gardens 
cover more than 60 acres. For another, 
they contain a huge variety of plants. 
Moreover, many of these plants require 
special treatment and care to maintain 
their period look. Too, there’s a climate 
problem, .for Tidewater Virginia’s cli- 
mate is a relatively difficult one to cope 
with, And, lastly, the fact that the gar- 
dens are on display every day of the 
year (attracting half a million visitors 
annually) means that everything must be 
in tiptop shape all the time. 

This all adds up to a _ year-round 
maintenance program—with not a single 
slack season. Every month in the year 


,0 to 80 men labor to keep trim the vast 


checkerboard of gardens ranging from 
modest herb plots to the elaborate 10-acre 
tract of the Governor’s Palace. 

The maintenance cycle starts in spring, 
when almost a million flowering bulls 
make the gardens a marvel of colo 
Planting, watering, pruning, trimmin: 
and spraying—all are on the springtime 
schedule. The planting starts the end of

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February—after the snowdrops, winter 
aconite and some of the squills have 
passed—and continues in high gear un- 
til May. Among first plantings are the 
vegetables for the exhibition gardens of 
the Kings Arms Tavern, Wythe House 
and the Governor’s Palace. These, as 
well as annuals, are seeded in a pro- 
tected place or greenhouse and planted 
out of doors when danger of frost is 
past. New trees and shrubs are planted 
while still dormant, after which they 





are watered well and heavily mulched. 
These new plantings serve either as re- 
placements or continue the restoration 
of Williamsburg’s 18th-century gardens. 

Spring pruning also begins early. As 
soon as heavy frosts have passed, the 
boxwood gets a good trimming and the 
topiary pieces in the Bryan, Blair, Deane, 
Pitt-Dixon and Blaikley-Durfey gardens 
are sharpened for critical eyes. Spring- 
flowering shrubs such as quince, spice- 
bush, and wintersweet are not pruned 
until after they bloom. The grass is cut 
down to 1 or 2 inches in early spring; 
then as the weather warms up, it is al- 
lowed to grow higher to conserve mois- 
ture and _ protect the roots. Spraying 
against insects usually starts in April 
and continues through summer and early 
fall. 

In summer, when most of the color 
parade is over and the gardens are pre- 
dominantly a lush green, the gardeners 
settle down to a steady schedule of 
watering during dry spells, spraying, 
mowing grass and trimming evergreens. 
Topiary pieces are frequently clipped, 
hedges trimmed, walks edged. Weeds are 
pulled whenever and wherever they ap- 
pear. 

Along with its brilliant colors, au- 
tumn brings the busiest maintenance 
schedule of the year. Between Septem- 
ber and the end of November, the basis 
is laid for the next year’s gardens, with 
plantings topping the list of chores. Box, 
holly, magnolia, cherry laurel and other 
evergreens start to go in the ground 
the end of September. After October, 
deciduous material is moved. November 
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sees almost a quarter million spring 
bulbs—tulip, crocus, iris, etc.—set out, 
which five months later transform the 
gardens into a galaxy of color. 

Lawns, which present some difficulties 
in Virginia’s climate, receive special fall 
care. In September they are reseeded 
with ryegrass to keep them green all 
winter. Once up, the rye is kept cut to 
1 or 2 inches. 

Fall also brings mulching and _fer- 
tilizing programs. In October, boxwood 
and trees are mulched and trees and 
shrubs root fed with a complete fer- 
tilizer. 

December, January and February are 
clean-up time. Dead plants, fallen leaves 
and garden debris, which harbor insects 
and diseases, are gotten rid of. Winter is 
also the time for reconditioning walks. 
The gravel and marl paths are recrowned 
and the brick walks raised or lowered. 
In February, a dormant spray is laid, 
launching the fight against spring in- 
sects, while the end of the month brings 
the start of spring planting and a new 
maintenance cycle. 

The entire maintenance schedule is, 
of course, shaped by the climate of Tide- 
water Virginia, where hot summers, mod- 
erate winters, light summer rainfall and 
rare snowfalls are the rule. The schedule

Dig a clean-sided trench, 18 inches wide 
and 18 inches deep, around the tree.

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Plant Science Progress 


LANT science is a slow, tedious busi- 
P= and not much of its output 

ever receives public attention, let 
alone public acclaim. But quietly and 
methodically it goes on, day in and day 
out, in all parts of the world, and little by 
little it makes possible the steady ad- 
vancement of everyone’s knowledge of 
plants. 


Each year the results of countless ex- 
periments are recorded, but usually it’s 
not until years later that facts disclosed 
by such experiments become part of the 
common fund of plant information. By 
then, of course, not many of us know or 
care when they were discovered or by 
whom. Some FLower GROWER readers, 
however, may be interested in the way 
our plant knowledge accumulates bit by 
bit over the years. So I’ve assembled be- 
low some of the salient points of a few 
(and I really mean a few!) of the scien- 
tific papers that appeared in 1952: 


\ the field of plant nutrition, D. R. 

Rodney at Ohio State University ex- 
perimented with nitrogen foliage feed- 
ing of one-year-old apples growing in 
covered crocks to prevent spray drip from 
reaching the roots. He found that nitro- 
gen entered both the upper and lower 
leaf surfaces, hence directly through the 
leaf cuticle since there are no stomates, 
or “pores,” on the upper surface. 


But nitrogen is absorbed at a greater 
rate by the under surfaces of apple leaves 
than by the upper surfaces, according to 
tests conducted by James A. Cook and 
Damon Boynton at Cornell. They also 
found that the lower surfaces of young 
leaves have a greater uptake than those 
of older leaves, and that absorption is 
most rapid during the first few hours but 
continues for at least 48 hours. 

As regards the efficiency of foliage feed- 
ing. E. G. Fisher at Cornell discovered 
that McIntosh apples receiving foliage 
sprays of urea (nitrogen) yielded at 
least as well as those from trees receiving 
soil applications of comparable amounts 
of nitrogen. 





On the other hand, James Montelaro, 
C. B. Hall and F. S. Jamison, working 
with tomatoes at the Florida Agricultural 
Experiment Station, found that in their 
early stages of growth plants responded 
to nitrogen foliage sprays more slowly 
than to nitrogen applied to soil at plant- 
ing time. Compared with side dressings 
of sodium nitrate, urea sprays did not 
significantly increase or decrease earli- 
ness of maturity, total weight or number 
of fruits harvested. 


Phosphorus foliage feeding was tested 
by O. Silberstein and S. H. Wittwer at 
Michigan State on tomates, beans and 
corn. They found that, considering the 
quantities used, foliage applied phos- 
phorus was used more efficiently by the 
plant than phosphorus applied to the soil 
but that soil application gave highest 
total yields. 


Five different fertilizer treatments were 
tested on florist hydrangeas by James B. 
Shanks and Conrad B. Link at the Mary- 
land Experiment Station. For amount of 
growth and color of flowers, the most 
satisfactory was a 20-10-20 commercial 
fertilizer. 


Joseph R. Haun and Pardon W. Cor- 
nell at the University of Maryland found 
that geranium cuttings taken from stock 
plants fed at relatively high phosphorus 
and low nitrogen levels, or at high po- 
tassium and medium or low nitrogen 
levels, resulted in the highest percentages 
of rooted cuttings.

An interesting but not yet fully under- 
stood test conducted by Damon Boynton, 


R. M. Smock and L. C. Anderson at 


Cornell disclosed that the effects of 
mulching apples with non-leguminous 
hay were indistinguishable from the 


effects of nitrogen fertilization in terms of 
leaf nitrogen, leaf chlorophyll, shoot 
growth, total crop, preharvest drop, fruit 
surface and color, fruit firmness and 
post-storage brown core. 


In the plant hormone field, B. Esther 
Struckemeyer and G. E. Beck at the 
University of Wisconsin, testing maleic 
hydrazide on Croft variety Easter lilies, 
found that delay in flowering increased 
with the increase in the amount of the 
chemical used and decreased with the age 
of the plant at the time of application. 
However, at the lowest concentration 
tested (0.025 per cent [Sere pace 108]

Fairy Dell, a slightly ruffled

described as ribbons of color. most adaptable in arrangements. 
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When one considers that many thousands of gladiolus 
seeds are planted each year throughout the 48 states and 
Canada in an effort to produce superior varieties, it might 
appear presumptive for one fancier to attempt the selec- 
tion of the best resultant seedlings. The task, however, is 
simplified tremendously by the hybridizer’s discarding 
process and by critical judging of seedlings at scores of 
annual shows. 

As during past seasons, I have had the pleasant expe- 
rience of testing new gladiolus in my trial gardens and 
exhibiting the best seedlings which 42 hybridizers could 
produce. While I am not unmindful that this collection of 
seedlings and recent introductions does not encompass all 
that are available, it does represent an excellent cross-sec- 
tion of both exhibition and commercial varieties. 

In my opinion, 1952 saw an unbelievable increase of 
interest in gladiolus on the part of the home gardener. 
The uses to which this flower can be put are becoming 
better known and one has only to visit either state or in- 
ternational shows to recognize this. While blue is the

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weakest of the color classes. there is seemingly no end to 
the color shades or combinations that are being produced— 
a substantial factor in the glad’s increasing popularity 
throughout the country. 

The cataloguer’s job in 1953 is not to be envied for, no 
matter how beautiful the new glad, there is always an older 
one that remains highly competitive. For this reason I 
will attempt to record the best of the old as well as the 
new. It is to be understood, of course, that this represents 
but “one man’s opinion” and I am quite aware that some 
seedling that did not find its way into my gardens may, 
over the years ahead, prove equal to some of those I cite. 
But it is this rivalry between the new glads that makes for 
an intriguing hobby. 


White and Cream Varieties 


Against the background of such proven champions as 
Florence Nightingale, Mother Fischer, White Tower, White 
Goddess, Sierra Snow and Crusader, it is not the better 
part of valor to praise too highly a new white. But I feel

confident 1953 will produce several worthy additions to 
the class. 

SnNowc.abD, from across the border in Canada, is a highly 
ruffled and fluted white that not only opens well in the 
field but appears to have good keeping qualities. 

Wuite CLoup, which I have grown under seedling num- 
ber for several years, comes close to the dream of all 
hybridizers in being a pure snow white. Its heavily ruffled, 
6-inch florets are well attached to 18-bud spikes. 

BARBARA WARR, from Quebec, Canada, a creamy white 
with chartreuse throat, will certainly hold its own among 
the large white varieties by reason of its sheer beauty. 

Crystat Orcuw, which I had the privilege to grow from 
all size bulbs, was a most consistent performer, It’s white 
with a lavender throat feather. The spikes lend themselves 
to commercial usage, being especially adaptable for 
shipping. 

In the creams, Connie G.; Leading Lady; Ivoree; Co- 
lumbia. introduced in 1951; Leif Ericsson, from Holland; 
Tahoe, a top commercial variety; and the older Corona 
offer a solid front to any newcomer to the class. But I can 
think of at least one challenger, Diviniry. Although in- 
troduced last year, it was not widely grown. A pure light 
cream with heavily ruffled florets, it should become a popu- 
lar variety. 


Yellow Varieties 


The search for the perfect yellow glad continues. While 
I received fewer ribbons in this color classification in 1952 
than in other years—except in the miniatures—there are 
a number of older varieties that belong in every collection: 
Gold; Sundance; Robert Alan; Gene; Golden Flute, the 
largest light yellow show glad; Autumn Moon; Meg; 
Catherine Beath; Ruth Lorene, a medium dark yellow

sport of Spotlight introduced last year; and Forsythia, 
a fluted ruffled beauty from Canada. 

Also available to the public in 1953 will be the following: 

Gop BANK, a chartreuse with heavily ruffled and needle- 
pointed florets. In my garden it proved to be one of the 
tallest spike producers. 

Fort Knox, an excellent seedling of the well-known 
parent Orange Gold, is a new yellow that performed well. 
Informal in type. flower heads of 20 buds will open six 
crinkled wide-open florets in the field. 

Peace Licut, a clear medium yellow, carries a greenish 
overcast and, in my opinion, should easily gain superiority 
over many of the commercial names in this color classifi- 
cation. 


Buff Varieties 


While I tested a number of buff seedlings this past season, 
only one, Fairy DELL, compared with the established varie- 
ties that I can always count on for a blue ribbon—Patrol, 
Mazda, Pactolus, Daybreak, Peach Glow and Quiberon 
from Australia. 

Fairy Dell is a small decorative glad, slightly ruffled 
deep cream with buff throat shadings. It is most adaptable 
for arrangements and tends to keep well when cut. 
Orange Varieties 

As the hybridizers parade their best seedlings year after 
year, there is generally some break in the ranks. In 1952 
the orange classification, like the buff, had but few candi- 
dates for honors. 

The older Daisy Mae, Trocadero, Aleta, Jean Golding 
and Circe make good companions for the recently. intro- 
duced Valentine, Country Club, Sprite and Ginger. To this

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A Review of 


the Miniatures 


by G. L. PIERCE (Ill.) 


The rapid rise of small gladiolus in public 
favor has been phenomenal. Just as popular 
old songs of yesteryear are revived and ac- 
corded the acclaim of a new generation. scores 
of miniature and small type glads are enjoying 
renewed popularity. Unfortunately. new va- 
rieties are scarce because hybridizers are be- 
hind the times. 

In its current classification list of existing 
varieties gf gladiolus, the North American 
Gladiolus Council places 281 varieties in the 
miniature or small group and 2.227 in the other 
three size categories. They list ten new varieties 
of little ones introduced in 1952 and 125 new 
ones of the larger sizes brought out last year. 
This means there are now eight times as many 
large type glads as small ones. while last year 
12% times as many large ones made their 
debut. 

These figures might give the wrong impres- 
sion about the popularity of little glads. How- 
ever, a glance at the past season’s show records 
and at the listings of leading catalogues soon 
dispels this idea. 

With only ten new varieties brought out last 
year—and probably half of these unworthy of 
introduction—there is little material. indeed. 
from which to compile a symposium of meri- 
torious models. ’ 

To appraise and recommend a complement 
of varieties in all the color classes. it is nec- 
essary to relist many recent introductions. The 
following list constitutes the very best minia- 
ture and small glads worthy of public accept- 
ance. 


White Varieties 


Starlet and Subdeb are the older criteria of 
dependability. More recently the following 
have been added: Betty Blonde, Flower Girl, 
Little Bride and Spot O’Rose. Betty BLONDE 
is a white sport of the old prim Betty Coed. 
FLower Girt is a dainty thing with greenish 
tints in the throat of its florets. LitTLe BripE 
is a creamy white whose performance has been 
improving every year. Spot O’Rosz is the only 
worth-while small white with a blotched throat. 


Cream Varieties 


The best ones in the cream group are va- 
rieties of older vintage: Fairy Fancy, Fluffy 
Ruffles, Impressario, Lucille, [SEE pace 94]

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My aunt grew marvelous glads any- 
where, possibly because she had a green 
thumb. which she passed along to me by 
a kind of She grew 
glads in wet swales, surrounded by wet 
grass and tall brush—atop hills where 
the winds blew strongly. At her home 
I seldom saw glads in the same place 
two years in succession, though she told 
me there was no reason why they might 
not have prospered in one place even 
for several years if the bulbs were clean 
when planted. 

I too have grown gladiolus everywhere 
—hbeside sunny creeks, on hillsides cut 
out of thickets (though my aunt always 
told me, and I proved it true, that glads 
prefer not to compete with trees and 
other plants), atop bare knolls, on pebbly 
ground back of garages, in boxes atop 
garages, on verandahs, in flower boxes 
in city houses (where they thrived better 
than I did) and by hedgerows. 

So, to sum it up, glads grow in most 
any sort of ground—in good garden loam, 
in clay or sandy soils. But to avoid 
chance-taking, certain preferences are 
best observed. Above all, gladiolus ap- 
preciate soil which drains easily and 
well. They also like locations open to 
full sun most of the day, for they drink 
it like wine. They’ll do all right in acid 
soil, if it isn’t too acid.

And a Little of How 


Now to touch briefly on the basic cul- 
tural procedures for gladiolus. For the 
real glad fancier, who has no place for 
the imperfect in his schemes, it’s impos- 
sible to be too careful in screening corms. 
Each fall I discard with gay abandon all

corms that show signs of rot, dusting the 
remainder with DDT for thrip insurance. 
And because even wholly clean corms 
may have almost imperceptible surface 
infections, just before spring planting I 
soak the corms for three hours in a dis- 
infectant such as Lysol, one tablespoon- 
ful to one quart of water. I drain and 
plant the corms while still wet, thus 
disinfecting the soil in immediate contact 
with them. 

There are other good disinfectants and 
treatments. Arasan dust is fine. It can 
be applied with a dust gun or dumped 
into the sack with the corms and the 
whole shaken up a bit. But be careful 
not to get the dust in your eyes—either 
off your hands or out of the air. Keep 
your hands out of your eyes even if flies 
are crawling on your lids. Will you re- 
member? I don’t always. 

When do you plant? As early in spring 
as the ground can be worked. April 
plantings bloom in mid-July or early 
August. 

The how of planting glads is simple. 
After spading your soil deeply and fer- 
tilizing if necéssary, trench it with hoe, 
plow or spade to a depth of 4 inches 
for heavy soil, 6 inches for light. Space 
rows 18 to 30 inches apart; space corms 
two to four times their diameter apart. 
One trench should hold several rows. 
The staggered row method is good, but 
work out one that pleases you, one that’ 
doesn’t: make you want to replant to 
some other design every time you look 
at it! Ridge your rows when you fill in, 
so that after your plants appear, you 
can scrape off the ridges level with the 
rest of the field and thus easily rid your-

self of some of the competing weeds. 

Plant cormels 2 inches deep in beds 
or rows. To aid germination, soak them 
in water before planting, especially if 
they’ve developed hard shells. Valuable 
varieties sometimes call for heroic treat- 
ment—namely, cracking or peeling by 
hand. Keep ground moist until germina- 
tion is complete. 

After your glads have sprouted, once 
again it’s time to make sure you don’t 
have—or get—thrips. altogether a real 
job, I promise you! Dust with DDT and 
then visit your neighbors and suggest 
that they also dust. Dust for them if 
they'll let you and won't do it themselves. 
Use DDT early in growth and repeat 
every week or so. Wettable powder or 
emulsions are also good. 

In most areas, glads get sufficient water 
from normal rainfall. But if the soil is 
dry after the plant is pretty well under 
way, better give it a good soaking every 
few days—weekly at the very least. 

When to cut your glads? After one 
bloom has partly opened. After that, 
most spikes will open in water. Cut on 
a slant, for a plant takes water better 
when cut thus than when cut square. 

Each time the first bloom on a spike 
erupts into beauty, I measure it for 
prize-winning potentialities. Then I try 
to guess whether it will still be alive when 
the last flower on the spike opens. Then 
I study every line and ruffle, every tint 
and shade. Those times I find something 
to marvel at, I immediately think: 
“Swell! ... yet I could have done better. 
And next year I shall!” 

Once a glad grower has gone this far, 
there’s no retreat. 
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GLADIOLUS 


Home gladiolus growers are always in 
the market for new and improved cul- 
tural practices—new-found ways of 
achieving better blooms on better plants. 
Through year-round research, state col- 
leges and universities, as most green- 
thumbers know, are continually furnish- 
ing just such information. Here are a 
few of their latest findings, new cultural 
hints which should enable you to improve 
the quality of your gladiolus. 

Not infrequently a glad fancier works 
and sweats in the garden from May until 
frost and then is disappointed with the 
resulting plants and blooms. Perhaps 
just one cultural practice, such as dust- 
ing the corms for thrips. was overlooked. 
As my first cultural “hint.” I want to 
underscore the all-importance of thrip- 
control practices, for unless thrips are 
dealt with sternly, their damage is al- 
most total and can make a gardener feel 
mighty low. If your glads are thrip- 
infested, the time to seek out the little 
fellows is in fall—after the harvest of 
corms. You can kill them by winter- 
storing the corms at a 40° temperature 
or less. But if this is not possible, you 
can pretty well lick the problem by dust- 
ing the corms at cleaning time with 5 
per cent DDT, one half ounce per tray. 
To delay dusting may prove disastrous. 

A new prestige-winning practice is the 
“pre-planting-time boost.” This will net 
you the distinction of having the first 
blooms of the season in your neighbor- 
hood. Simply place the corms close to 
the furnace or in some other place where 
the temperature is about 80° for one week 
before setting them out. 

If you are growing gladiolus for show 
purposes, you'll want the tallest stems 
possible. A new aid to obtaining such 
specimens: shade with cheesecloth or 
some other material when the sun is most 
intense. Research has proved that al- 
though a high temperature. results in 
taller spikes, intense sunlight produces 
shorter spikes. 

Incidentally, when cutting your long- 
stemmed show blooms, take care not to 
denude the stalks of all their leaves. It’s 
good practice to remove no more than 
two leaves with each flower spike. The 
plant needs maximum leafage to manu- 
facture food, which is then stored in the 
new corm for next year’s growth. A good 
way to cut spikes is to run your knife 
down close to the stem with the knife 
hack down. When the knife is low

enough, pull it upward and out, severing 
the stem. 

Go easy on fertilizing your gladiolus, 
for they require little food. Research has 
shown that the addition of nitrogen to 
gladiolus soil does not increase the 
length of stems or number of florets. In 
fact, additional nitrogen has delayed the 
flowering of test blooms, and when there 
was limited phosphorus in the soil, has 
caused a greater rate of fusarium rot. 
So before you fertilize, submit a_ soil 
sample to the nearest state agricultural 
college, stating that you are growing 
glads. After the soils lab has analyzed 
the sample, they will notify you exactly 
what to add to the soil. 


New Hints on Culture 


Crooked stems on gladiolus are the 
result of an insufficient water supply. 
In very hot weather, sometimes the water 
absorbed by the roots is not enough to 
offset the water evaporated from leaf 
surfaces. Temporary wilting and bending 
of spikes result. Then when the plants 
grow again, the stems are crooked. You 
can prevent all this by watering your 
glads at the most crucial period on very 
hot days. 

The use of chemicals for eradicating 
weeds from the garden is the coming 
thing. These chemicals will be particu- 
larly appreciated by gladiolus growers, 
for weeding glads is chiefly a hand job 
—a backbreaking one. [SEE Pace 99]

a fascinating hobby 


It is interesting to note that most gladi- 
olus hybridizing is now carried on by 
amateurs and hobbyists. There is nothing 
mysterious * about the process and the 
mechanics are rather simple. For these 
reasons, and because hybridizing is such 
a fascinating adventure, hundreds of gla- 
diolus growers have entered this field. 
We are indebted to them for the steady 
improvement in gladiolus varieties. In 
the technical sense, hybridizing is cross- 
breeding between species, but as the term 
is popularly used it is more likely to 
refer to the crossbreeding of varieties, 
and this rather free use of the term is 
now generally accepted as correct. 

It should be remembered that new 
varieties of gladiolus are obtained from 
seed, which is usually secured from hand- 


pollinated flowers. The plants which 
grow from these seeds develop into 


corms. When the plants from these corms 
produce flowers, selections are made— 
generally during the second, third and

fourth years. If a superior new plant 
and flower is discovered in this seedling 
planting, it must be propagated from the 
corm and cormel stock. A new plant is 
known as a seedling until it proves ex- 
cellent enough to be named and regis- 
tered. The seedling becomes a variety 
upon being named and introduced to 
the gardening public. 

Hybridizing is two-fold in nature. It 
is both a mechanical process and an art. 
The mechanics of gladiolus breeding are 
easily learned, but that doesn’t mean 
that there is nothing to it. There is 
something to it. On the one hand, there 
is a lot of detailed labor. On the other 
hand, there is a “feel” for it that many 
folks do not easily acquire. Let’s say 
that it is a combination of hard work 
and what amounts almost to inspiration. 

Cross-pollination is effected by placing 
the pollen from the anther of one variety 
(the male parent) on the stigma of an- 
other variety (the female parent). The 
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Seed pods soon form if the pollination 
has been successful. Seed is ready 
for gathering just as pod breaks open. 
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anthers are first removed from the female 
parent so that no self-fertilization will 
take place. This is done when the floret 
begins to open. A small pair of tweezers 
is handy for this purpose, or the fingers 
nay be used with care, 

About one day after the floret has 
ully expanded, the three-pronged tip of 
the stigma will begin to open exposing 
he slightly feathered edges. At this time 
t is ready to receive pollen. The pollen 
from the anthers of the male variety 
should be brushed lightly on the stigma 
of the flower that is to bear the seed. 
Some hybridists use a small camel’s-hair 
brush to place the pollen, but this is not 
necessary. If the anther is held gently in 
the fingers, pollen may be transferred 
simply by rubbing it over the stigma. 

The pollen is ready for use after the 
anthers have opened their pollen sacs 
and the powdery substance (pollen) is 
seen on them. Outdoors this pollen does 
) not remain in good condition for very 
long—winds may blow it away; garden 
visitors may disturb it by handling the 
plant; rain or humidity are likely to 
destroy its effectiveness. For these rea- 
sons, it is a good idea to cut the flower 
spike of the pollen-bearing variety and

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Suggestions for Arranging this Versatile Flower 


by MARGARET DODSON 


In the hands of a talented flower arranger, glads are 
among the most useful of blooms. Beautiful in color and 
form and sturdy of stem, they may be used as the center 
of interest, as fill-in material or to establish a linear pat- 
tern. And best of all they are usually available from garden 
or florist throughout the entire year. 

With all this to their credit, isn’t it sad to see a bunch 
of lovely glads “plunked” in a flared-top vase, with stems 
all the same length fanning out in a stiff half circle? Obvi- 
ously the “plunkers” are not aware of the possibilities of 
these lovely flowers. Quite often they ask, “How can I use 
gladiolus in arrangements? They seem so stiff.” 

Gladiolus grown for commercial markets are stiff. They 
ship and sell better if the stems are straight and firm. 
Gladiolus grown for exhibition at flower shows must have 
straight stems—a feature of the best species, a sign of good 
culture. But you need not keep them that way when you 
arrange them. 


Gladiolus bought from the florist or picked from the 


garden need a long drink of water before you start to 
arrange them. Put them in a pail or large pan of water 
and then, cutting stems under water, remove an inch or 
more from each with a sharp knife or clippers.. In this 
way air does not enter the stem. Turn the pail so that the 
tips of the stalks point away from the window or source o! 
light. As the stems drink they will curve toward the light 
and, if left alone for several hours, develop a graceful 
curve. You may then proceed to make an arrangement that 
will have desirable grace and rhythm. 

Suppose you have bought six stems of gladiolus or have 
received some as a gift. You have nothing else to put with 
them, but you want to make an arrangement the family 
can enjoy. Use five of the stalks to make an arrangement 
for your dining table. It is easiest to use a low dish—one 
not too large for your table—with a needle-point holder. 
right or left of center, fastened securely with melted 
paraffin or candle wax poured around the holder. Allow 
the wax to harden. 
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Cut three stalks to 
} form inverted tri- 
angle with tip of each 
at a different height. 
Longest stem is about 
14% times dish length.

To arrange gladiolus in a medium-sized container, you 
must cut off quite a bit of the strong straight stem, Select 
the stalk with the fewest flowers open and cut it a little 
more than one and a half times the length of your dish. 
Secure it at an angle on the left side of the needle-point 
holder, so that the tip of the glad bends toward the center 
of the dish. Cut the next stalk three-fourths to two-thirds 
the length of the first stalk. Place it at an angle from 
the first stalk, tipping it slightly backward and so that 
ihe base of the stems are close together. Cut the third 
stalk three-fourths to two-thirds the length of the second 
and place it at an angle so that its tip points in a direc- 
tion opposite to the other two stalks. All three tips 
should be on different levels and different planes, forming 
the outline of an inverted pyramid. 

This outline or framework may be filled in with assisting 
or subordinating lines made of shorter stalks, but they 
must all be kept within this original pattern. As the re- 
maining stalks are cut, save all the large florets removed 
from the lower part of the stem. These may be used as 
a center of interest to give good balance to the arrange- 
ment. Place these larger flowers facing out and up on 
voth sides of the dish, keeping them low and filling in the 
spaces. The tall spiky leaves may be cut and used around 
the base to conceal the holder. All this [See pace 100]

MISSOURI BOTANICAL GARDEN 


o you think water gardening is out of the ques- 
tion in your back yard? It needn’t be, for no 
matter how limited the space, one can enjoy 
waterlilies and other aquatics. 

A friend of ours preferred waterlilies to all other plants, 
but he lived in a crowded tenement section with a bricked- 
over back yard. After securing a number of barrels (they 
were easier to find a few years ago). he cut them to the 
desired depth and placed them side by side on the brick 
pavement. The tubs provided a place for his waterlilies, 
and by the luscious water plants grown in them, one 
could see that water gardening was a success with him. 
This experience points to the old axiom, “where there is 
a will there is a way.” And it indicates that waterlilies 
are easy to grow. 

As far back in the annals of man as it is possible to 
probe, water gardens have played an important role. 
Judging by the ancient paintings uncovered in tombs and 
temples. water plants were cultivated for their medicinal 
and food value. as well as for ornamental purposes. Modern 
water gardening. however, seems to go back to the latter 
part of the 18th century when Nymphaea odorata, a native 
American waterlily, was introduced in England. It provided 
the stimulus for the present water gardening trend. In 1849 
the prized aquatic oddity, Victoria regia, bloomed, for 
the first time outside of its habitat, in the aquatic pools 
of the Duke of Devonshire and the craze for waterlilies 
began. 

Brilliant men, both botanists and horticulturists, began 
serious study in this fascinating new field. New species 
were introduced and described and, eventually, new va- 
rieties were developed by hybridization. Bory Latour- 
Marliac, a Frenchman, astonished the world by creating 
outstanding hybrids in hardy waterlilies. Today these 
crosses remain, after more than a half-century, the most 
sought-after prizes for pools. To Monsieur Marliac we 
must give credit for imparting the impetus to water garden- 
ing that made it widespread and permanent. 

Location is the first consideration for a waterlily pool. 
Pools are at their best in the center of a garden or at 
the end of a vista down a garden walk or broad lawn. 
Waterlilies need plenty of sunshine and while it is all 
right to have a tree in the vicinity of a pool, one that sheds 
leaves heavily may clutter a pool with decaying debris 
and shade sun-loving plants. [SEE PAGE 75]

THREE FINE SHRUBS FOR MILD CLIMATE 


HE South is a land of magnificent plants. Among 

them, three shrubs—Chinese hibiscus, gardenia and 

franklinia—stand out as prominently as a trio of 
lovely southern belles. 

No shrub, not even the camellia, is so characteristically 
southern as the gardenia. There are about 60 gardenia 
species, including the Cape jasmine, Gardenia jasminoides 
(G. florida), which was popular as long as a century ago 
both in the South and in greenhouses in the North. Toward 
the end of the 1800’s the Cape jasmine dropped in prestige 
for a time and was seldom used. Now, however, it has more 
than regained lost ground to become one of the most 
widely planted shrubs in the entire South. 

The old Cape jasmine, which bloomed only in spring, is 
giving way to the newer Fortune’s gardenia, G. jasminoides 
fortuniana (G. fortunei). After a bountiful burst of bloom 
in spring, this shrub flowers sparingly throughout the 
summer and produces another full crop of flowers in fall 
after the weather turns cool. Both “jasmines” are com- 
paratively winter hardy and will stand zero temperatures

with little or no damage to mature plants. Both are 6-foot 
bushy shrubs at maturity. 

VEITCH, a varietal form of Gardenia j. fortuniana, is a 
smaller English introduction and is the standard florist’s 
gardenia. It and the other greenhouse types, such as 
HapDLeEy, are tender plants outdoors except in the Deep 
South. 

My experience with the variety Mystery, however, indi- 
cates that it is about as hardy as any gardenia, and is 
perhaps the most desirable of them all. It is an excep- 
tionally fast-growing plant, attaining a height of 6 feet in 
three or four years. The flowers are larger than those 
of other t¥pes and the big glossy green leaves give thie 
plant a tropical air. It has been planted extensively in 
the Cypress Gardens, Winter Haven, Florida, Bellingrath’s 
in Mobile, Alabama, and the South’s other display gardens. 

For low borders and edgings, especially in the Deep 
South, Gardenia radicans (now considered a form of ©. 
jasminoides) is a charming little plant. It rarely grows 
more than 1 foot high but has a spread of perhaps twice its

height. The flowers resemble double white carnations and 
are produced in great profusion—a small plant fre- 
quently carrying from 30 to 100 blossoms at one time. It 
is also excellent for growing in containers. 

To help fill the broad gap between the large and dwarf 
types. we have the so-called Gardenia stricta, another form 
of jasminoides. which is intermediate in size. Although 
the branches grow upright the plant has considerable 
spread and is rarely more than 2 feet in height. In foliage 
and bloom, this plant is similar to radicans in form and, 
like it, flowers heavily in spring but rarely later in the 
season. 

Gardenias are happiest in loose soils that are definitely 
acid. A pH between 5 and 6 is best. Two parts each of 
garden loam and leafmold or peatmoss and one part well- 
rotted cow manure provide a satisfactory soil. Gardenias 
need considerable moisture and will do much better in 
part shade than in full sun. They are susceptible to few 
diseases, but one insect—the white fly—gives serious 
trouble. Its presence is indicated by a sooty substance on 
the upper leaf surfaces. It can usually be checked with 
an oil spray containing three teaspoonsful of nicotine 
sulphate or two tablespoonsful of DDT powder to each 
gallon of spray solution. The undersides of the leaves 
must be reached with the spray for that is where the insects 
raise their families. 

Franklinia alatamaha (gordonia) has a most romantic 
history.

[From PAGE 55] middle of the 18th cen- 
tury, John Bartram, one of the country’s 
leading botanists of that day, made an 
explorative trip to the Southeast. He 
discovered franklinia in the forest near 
the Alatamaha river in Georgia. Bartram 
named it franklinia in honor of his good 


friend Benjamin Franklin and _ took 
cuttings back to Philadelphia. 
About 1790 Bartram’s son. William, 


made a field trip to the same area where, 
it is said, he saw the tree previously 
discovered by his father. Subsequent 
efforts to locate it were unsuccessful, and 
no additional tree has ever been found. 
Had it not been for John Bartram, Senior, 
the tree would have been lost to civiliza- 
tion. 

A well-grown franklinia may eventually 
attain a height of 20 feet but it is usually 
grown as a shrub, The cup-shaped white 
flowers. 3 inches across. are borne singly 
against the stems in late July or August. 
Leaves are bright green and to 6 inches 
long. The franklinia is a deciduous plant, 
which prefers a partially shaded loca- 
tion and a soil that is deep. moist and 
slightly acid. It is a bit difficult to trans- 
plant and. except in very small sizes. 
should be dug and moved with a ball of 
earth about the roots. 

The Chinese hibiscus. Hibiscus rose- 
sinensis, long regarded as an_ exotic 
greenhouse subject. is now enjoying great 
popularity as an outdoor shrub in warmer 
sections of the South and on the West 
Coast. This species belongs to a large 
genus which includes the mallows and 
shrub altheas. It is an attractive ever- 
ereen shrub with large. luxuriant leaves. 
It usually is less than 6 feet in height in 
this country, but in Hawaii it becomes a 
small tree. , 

Like most other broad-leaved ever- 
greens, it prefers a deep. rich loam that 
is a little acid; the soil mixture sug- 
gested for gardenias is quite satisfac- 
tory. This hibiscus will grow in full sun 
or shade, but part shade gives better 
results. In most respects it can be treated 
like a camellia, but it not winter- 
hardy. 

The flowers of Chinese hibiscus are 
large, to 6 inches across, and may be 
single, semidouble or fully double. Colors 
range through pink, red, magenta. orange 
and yellow, with some mixed colors. In 
the subtropics, plants flower outdoors in

midwinter, but in the mid-South the 
usual practice is to grow them in con- 
tainers and bring them indoors for the 
winter. A neighbor of mine simply digs 
her plants with root balls of earth and 
places them in the greenhouse or base- 
ment for the winter, planting them out- 
doors again in spring. Under favorable 
conditions they continue to bloom in- 
doors for many weeks. They should have 
a few months’ rest before the spring 
blooming season arrives. This can be in- 
duced by decreasing water. Where only 
light winter protection is needed, the 
plants can be mounded up with earth. 
Any dead wood is cut away in spring. 


Chinese hibiscus is well adapted to | 


container growing; comparatively large 
plants can be handled in medium-size 
pots. Potted hibiscus are used exten- 
sively in the South and on the West 
Coast for decorating patios, porches and 


terraces. Growth is vigorous, either in | 


containers or outdoors, and there is hardly 
a day during the growing season when 
a healthy plant is without bloom.

Here’s how you can train the vine wistaria 
into tree form for a concentration of beauty 


T is difficult to equal the tree wistaria 
for breath-taking loveliness when in 
full bloom. Not only does it possess 

supreme beauty of color and symmetry, 
but also delicacy of line and texture and 
a haunting fragrance. 

Many people seem to be under the 
impression that the tree form is a sepa- 
rate and distinct plant from the vine 
type. and expensive and difficult to grow. 
This is not the case, as it is very easy 
to train a young shoot from any of the 
various vine varieties into a tree or 


standard form yourself. The prime requi- 
sites for success are care and patience, 
but these apply to all gardening. 
There’s a great deal of pleasure in 
watching the young plant develop into a 
tree whose size and shape can be trained 
to fit a given location or to conform to 
its surroundings. As a focal point in 
the garden or on the lawn, it is often 
desirable to train it to be low and wide- 
spreading.

It is important to select the young 
shoot you want to train into a tree from 
a vine which is known to have many 
flowers. This cannot be overempha- 
sized as it is very disappointing to have 
a young tree turn out to be sparse of 
flowers, as some wistaria vines are. The 
specimen illustrated was grown by the 
writer’s mother from a basal shoot taken 
from a vine which has bloomed heavily 
for many years. 


Training the Tree 


All that is necessary to train a young 
plant is to keep it tied securely to a stout 
stake, rubbing off all side shoots and 
branches as they appear. This encour- 
ages the plant to develop one straight 
main trunk with a broad-headed top. 
Once this is accomplished the top itself 
may be trained as desired, either low- 
crowing and spreading, tall and compact 
or even with the ends of the branches 
drooping. This is done by attaching light 
weights at the tips to hold them down 
until the growth assumes the desired 
drooping effect. 

We have found that the trees grow 
faster if planted in deep, rich, fairly 
damp soil, and in a place where they 
get abundant sunlight from all sides. 
When the plants are young, trimming 
may be done at almost any time without 
damage. But after the plants have 
reached blooming size, it is best not to 
prune after the middle of August for 
fear of trimming away flower bud growth 
which has usually developed by that 
time. 

It is claimed that the best types to 
train into flowering standards are the 
floribundas (brachybotrys), either pur- 
ple or white. We have also found from 
experience that these are a little easier 
to handle than the sinensis (chinensis), 
but with proper care and attention either 
kind will produce a very satisfactory little 
tree. Blooming-size trees should be 
trimmed two or three times during the 
early growing season to maintain the 
lead at a definite width and to discour- 
age wild or vinelike growth. 

The specimen illustrated on page 61 
is eight years old and has bloomed three 
times. The long racemes of flowers ap- 
pear in May, just as the foliage is be- 
ginning to leaf out. They last about two 
weeks, depending on weather conditions 
When at its best, it is a magnificent sight 
and one long remembered. In front ot 
the specimen we have a massed planting 
of Iberis sempervirens and some cream 


colored tulips. The effect of all three 


blooming at the same time is very lovely. 
After the wistaria has flowered we snip 
off the withered blooms and stems and 
do not allow it to set seed. It is then 
very attractive in leaf. The wistaria does 
not have to be coddled or “laid down” 
in winter, since it is as hardy as an old- 
fashioned mockorange or lilac. >

Few products have such a dramatic 
history. And none is so exclusively Amer- 
ican, the excellent reason being that 
sugar maples occur largely in north- 
eastern United States and Canada. The 
making of the syrup dates all the way 
back to the Indians. How they learned 
it, no one knows. But it is known that 
they taught it to the first settlers, for 
whom it was the sole sugar source. The

size trees. The spout (or spile) is 
then driven in and the tin sap bucket 
hung. The sap comes from the tissue im- 
mediately under the bark, most of it from 
the growth of the previous year. The 
quantity depends largely on the amount 
of this growth and weather conditions at 


tapping. The sap is collected daily and | 
taken to the sugaring house, where it is | 


poured into a storage tank. From there 
it is run into an evaporator. This is a 
heavy iron rectangular pan, 4 to 8 inches 
deep and 6 to 24 inches long, set over a 
roaring fire. As the fresh sap boils, it 
reaches a temperature of 113°. At this 
point, the lime and malic acid in maple 
syrup (which combine when heated) are 
skimmed off—or they can be removed 
later by straining the liquid while still 
hot. When the sap thickens, the temper- 
ature is raised, reaching at times 119°. 
When the syrup becomes so dense that 
one gallon weighs 11 pounds, it is 
drawn off into containers and cooled. 

In commercial handling, the sap is 
then shipped to processing plants, where 
it is tested for purity and density and 
reprocessed into maple syrup, maple 
sugar, or maple butter. The poor quality 
syrup is made into sugar for the to- 
bacco industry, the greatest 
maple products, 

Both “homemade” maple sugar and 
the commercial product are made by con- 
tinuing the evaporating process past the 
syrup stage. Maple butter is obtained 
by rapid cooling at the sugar stage. 

“Gathering” of sap ends when the 
trees begin to bud. At that time the sug- 
ar content in the sap decreases, and 
the run is over. There are three to four 
runs a season, but the first is usually the 
clearest and sweetest, averaging 3 to 4 
per cent sugar. Each succeeding run is 
less sweet and less clear. 

In addition to the sugar maple, Amer- 
ica has three other maples which are 
sources of sap: the black, red and silver 
maples. However, the sugar maple yields 
about 90 per cent of all maple products 
produced.

Also, in winter you have the time to 
prune, which is seldom the case in 
summer. 

Winter pruning, like spring pruning, 
has a stimulating effect on plants and 
is regularly practiced on fruit trees, 
summer-flowering shrubs and vines, and 
old shrubs of all kinds which you want 
to rejuvenate. Spring-flowering shrubs 
are not pruned now, for this would re- 
move potential flowers. 

Trees are usually pruned to restrict 
their size or improve their shape. In the 
case of fruit trees, they are pruned to 
eliminate branch suckers, to head back 
vigorous leaders, and to cut out crossed 
or overcrowded branches—especially in- 
terior ones in order to permit light to 
enter the tree center.

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are removed only if there is a grave 
reason for so doing—if the tree is seri- 
ously diseased, for instance. Such heavy 
pruning is a shock and upsets fruit bear- 
ing. It also produces a forest of water 
sprouts or suckers. Pear trees are 
pruned sparingly, if at all; for pears are 
subject to a bacterial disease called fire 
blight, and the soft suckers resulting from 
pruning provide an easy entrance for 
the germs. 

Grape vines are pruned to improve 
and increase the crop. Allowed to grow 
unchecked, they would be a wilderness 
of stems with relatively few inferior 
fruits. The pruning should be confined 
to the long canes which grew the previ- 
ous year, because these are the only 
parts of the vines that bear. Sever these 
canes just beyond the fifth bud, counting 
from point where the cane branches out 
from an older limb. Usually the buds 
beyond this are not fruit-bearing ones. 
If fruiting canes are scarce in an old 
vine, cut several of the older arms. These 
‘will then send out new canes, which will 
fruit the following year. 

Hotbeds can be put to excellent use 
this month. If you don’t happen to have 
one but do have a coldframe it’s a sim- 
ple matter to convert it to a hotbed by 
installing a soil-heating cable. If you 
don’t have a coldframe, why not build 
one—and then add the cable. Use any 
available lumber. Two sizes of glass 
sash are available: the regular 6-foot by 
3-foot size and the newer 2-foot by 4-toot 
sash. The latter is lighter and easier to 
handle, and two of these should give 
you adequate space to start. Then install 
your soil-heating cable unit. Lay the 
cable zigzag fashion on a base of sand 
or ashes and cover with an inch of sand. 
On top of this place a 5-inch mixture of 
equal parts loam, sand and _ peatmoss, 
which has been passed through a 14-inch 
screen, Seeds are sown directly in this 
soil layer. Because the air above the 
soil is unheated, for seedlings I’ve found 
it necessary to carry one to two strands 
of the cable up over the seedlings and 
under the glass to provide a blanket of 
warm air, thus equalizing soil and ait 
‘heat. In the evening, I usually add mats 
or hay to the sash. 

In the colder parts of our northern 
area, hotbeds may not be operated until 
March. But where operation is possible 
now, sow the following seeds: tomatoes, 

gplant, peppers and onions. These 
will be ready for transplanting in four 
to five weeks. They will still need heat 
then, however—all except the onions, 
which could be housed in a coldframe. 
Snapdragons, sweet peas, larkspur, 
petunias and delphinum can also be 
sown in a hotbed now and given cold- 
frame protection for a time after sprout- 
ing. The first three plants named are 
best sown in 21-inch plant bands so 
there will be no check in growth when 
they’re transplanted later to the ground. ©

EW books appearing in the horti- 
| \ cultural field this winter show a 

decided trend toward the schol- 
arly. Two volumes, at least, are of such 
literary and artistic excellence and 
represent so much deep research that 
they are surely destined to find and 
hold places of honor on the shelves of 
all good reference libraries as well as 
in the valued collections of individual 
readers. 

PLANTS OF THE BisLE by Harold N. 
Moldenke, Ph.D., Curator and Admin- 
istrator of The Herbarium, New York 
Botanical Garden, and Alma L. Mol- 
denke, B.A., a teacher of biology, 
(Chronica Botanica), $7.50, is a hand- 
some volume of more than 350 pages. 

A short historical sketch opens the 
text with a discussion of former works 
dealing with Scriptural plants, beginning 
with that of Levinus Lemmens in 1566. 
Here, too, are listed the many transla- 
tions of the Bible with examples of 
widely divergent plant names used in 
different versions. A map of modern 
Palestine with a description of the land 
is followed by a chapter on how to use 
the book to best advantage. The 242 
plant species mentioned in the scriptures 
are then alphabetically listed and de- 
scribed, with factual data and deduc- 
tions on their uses in Bible times, refer- 
ences with book, chapter and verse for 
all quotations containing mention of 
the plants, and other information of 
vital interest. As an example, here is a 
short quotation from the four pages de- 
voted to the date palm: 

“The palm became symbolic of Pales- 
tine, and to commemorate the conquest 
of the Jews and the destruction of 
Jerusalem by Titus in 70 A.D. the 
Roman emperor Vespasian issued a coin 
showing a weeping woman sitting be- 
neath a palm tree. Now, however, the 
palm is not nearly as abundant in the 
Holy Land as it was then. ‘The absence 
of the date palm from the Jordan River 
valley is one mark of the complete deso- 
lation, if not desecration, of the Holy 
Land.’ ” 

Beautifully decorated throughout with 
chapter headings and tailpieces in the 
classic tradition, the work is also freely 
illustrated with numerous full page 
plates which include copies of steel and 
wood engravings, prints and religious 
paintings. Examples are Martin Schil- 


gauer’s engraving made in the 15th cen-

Compiled by J. Horace Mc- 
Farland Company in cooperation with 
the American Rose Society, $7.50, this 
fourth up-to-date edition of an old 
standby was edited by Catherine E. 
Meikle and Dr. R. C. Allen. Formerly 
published in 1930, 1940 and 1947, all 
rose enthusiasts know the value of this 
work with its alphabetical listing of 6,150 
roses, each described with correct name, 
all known synonyms, class, name of 
originator and introducer, date of intro- 
duction, parentage when known and 
pronunciation of difficult names. A list 
of patented roses to August 1, 1952 and 
lists of originators with all roses cred- 
ited to each are other features in this 
new edition. 

There are two books on trees among 
the winter’s publications, showing per- 
haps that we are at last realizing the 
necessity of conserving these, the most 
valuable of our natural plant resources. 
THE Story or Trees, (Doubleday), 
$5.00, 384 pages, is by Dr. Ferdinand C. 
Lane, author of “The Mysterious Sea,” 


“The Story of Mountains” and other 
similar works. Beginning with the classi-

fication and history of trees, Dr. 


goes on to describe the woodlands of the 


earth, its great forest belts and zones 
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and also the lesser forests. A section on 
mythology and legend treating of tree 
spirits and trees as deities is followed by 
the practical side of the coin, the tree’s 
physiology, struggle for survival, vari- 
ous types of trees and their value to man. 
Conservation, rebuilding, management 
and other such measures are combined 
with descriptions of past and present 
waste and the necessity of taking strong 
steps to improve the current picture. 
Photographic illustrations include photo- 
gravures of famous trees, pictures of 
lumber and its use in industry and for 
other purposes. 

The second tree book is quite another 
matter: Trees, A Guide to Familiar 
American Trees by Herbert S. Zim, 
Ph.D., and Alexander C. Martin, Ph.D., 
illustrated in color by Dorothea and Sy 
Barlowe (Simon and Schuster), $1.50. 
A very small, coat-pocket-size book, 
Trees describes and illustrates in color 
150 species with close-ups of leaves, 
flowers and fruits as well as portraits of 
specimens in the summer landscape. 
This is a fine book for children inter- 
ested in nature study. 

Strictly practical and easily under- 
stood because of the many fine drawings 
and diagrams as well as the clear text is 
Roy L. Hudson’s Sunset PruNING HANp-

Francisco. All phases of a difficult sub- 
ject are ably covered.

It certainly made 

life diverting then, and now, ruminating 

on the various powers and amazing prop- 

erties lurking in each leaf, blossom or 

seed, herbs become pretty interesting to 
grow. 

While herbs have a glamorous past, 
they have a stilk more glamorous future 
when tied up in little bundles and hung 
in your kitchen window or bottled in 
rows over the stove. Whether you suc- 
ceed in whipping up various emotions 
in the different members of the family 
or not, you can at least have the fun of 
trying—and the result of enhancing the 
flavor of your meals. 

Although you raise herbs in summer, 
you enjoy them the year round, from 
mint drinks in the garden to home-grown 
chives in cream cheese sandwiches. And 
in winter. honey-sweetened peppermint 
tea and basil-flavored tomato sandwiches 
make a fine afternoon repast. Meats, 
vegetables, salads and soups are all im- 
proved by just a dash of this herb or

that. In fact, you can earn yourself quite 
a reputation as a fabulous cook by ex- 
ploring and experimenting with some of 
the possibilities. 

So, to grow a garden of herbs, first 
select a well-drained, sunny spot and let 
the soil be sandy. Most varieties want 
little or no fertilizer for, peculiarly 
enough, rather poor soil produces bushy 
plants and concentrated oil in the leaves, 
which is responsible for their strong 
scent. The gray-leaved herbs, including 
rosemary, sage, lavender, and thyme, 
want a lime soil and plenty of sun. Herbs 
are not susceptible to diseases and bugs 
don’t like them. But bees do, and hum 
happily all day among the greenery, 
taking nectar to flavor their honey. When 
plants are as amiable as these, there is 
nothing to do but raise them by the 
dozen, either in your regular garden or 
in a little section by themselves.

The psychological moment for harvest- 
ing herbs is when they are most fra- 
grant —the mo- 
ment the plant 
produces flower 
buds and before 
they open. If it’s 
seeds you are go- 
ing to use, let 
them almost 
ripen on the 
plant. If it’s 
blossoms that are wanted (lavender or 
camomile) gather them before the buds 
open, for when they expand they lose a 
part of their essence into the atmosphere. 

So, harvest herbs on a warm sunny 
noontime when the plants are dry. Cut 
the stalks, remove withered or dead leaves 
and tie the different varieties in separate 
bunches. Be sure to label them as when 
dry all are rather similar. Leaves that 
wither and get brown in the drying lose 
much of their

concrete about 2 inches thick. It, too, 
must be firmly stamped down so the wire 
netting is really embedded in concrete. 

The basic mixture is one part cement, 
two parts sand and four parts gravel. 
After the double layer has become quite 
firm, a %-inch finishing coat is applied, 
using a mixture of one part cement and 
two parts sand, A waterproofing material 
should either be incorporated in the con- 
crete mix or a commercial water-proofing 
compound applied later. 

Formal pools need coping or edging of 
cut stone, cement, marble slabs or hard 
brick laid on edge. The coping, for the 
sake of economy and beauty, should 
never stand more than 4 inches above 
the surrounding grade. 

All concrete pools should be thor- 
oughly washed out before planting, either 
by changing the water several times or 
by letting water stand in the pool all 
winter. This is called maturing the pool. 

Pools of much size should be con- 
nected with the general water supply 
and a drain provided for easy emptying, 
cleaning and refilling. Drainpipes, of 
course, must be installed during the 
construction work. A small pool does 
not require a drain or water intake as 
the basin can be filled by means of a 
hose and the water siphoned out the 
same way. 

When the pool is ready for planting, 
the decision must be made between grow- 
ing lilies in sunken receptacles or in 
soil on the pool: bottom. If a soil bot- 
tom is preferred, at least 6 inches of 
good soil must be provided. For large 
pools, tubs or boxes holding a bushel of 
soil are more desirable as less soil will 
be required than if the entire bottom had 
to be filled. Then too, with containers 
the pool can be kept cleaner more eas- 
ily. Depending upon the type of lily, 
the depth of the water above the box 
or tub may range from 6 to 12 inches. 
It is best to provide a separate container 
for each waterlily. 

Next month we shall discuss the lilies 
suitable for small pools and their main- 
tenance. >

new plants under way. Although it 

is a little early to sow seeds of most 
plants for your outdoor garden, a few 
that require a longer season to mature 
may be started now. 

Great care must always be taken in 
sowing seeds, but it is easy to get good 
germination under glass. The equip- 
ment needed is right at hand. Seed flats, 
bulb pans, peatmoss, plant tags and simi- 
lar necessities are in their proper places. 
In a well-planned greenhouse, a good 
supply of soil, prepared the previous 
summer from decomposed sod _ and 
manure, is ready in the bin. This soil is 
light and fibrous and drains well after 
it has been screened and mixed with % 
its volume of sharp sand. No fertilizer 
is needed. A thin layer of sphagnum 
moss over the seed bed is advised to 
avoid damping-off, and a cover of glass, 
newspaper or burlap over the planted 
flats or pots will slow evaporation until 
sprouting is completed. It is important 
to label seeds carefully at the time of 
planting because plants in their first 
growth are difficult to distinguish. 

This is also a good time to start a 
record file of your plants. Index cards 
or a notebook will do the trick. I keep 
a small metal file box of cards in my 
“greenhouse. On each is listed the. name 
of. plant, the date it was planted (or if

@ Acalypha hispida, the red hot cat- 
tail or chenille plant, is as decorative 
as it is unusual.

February Greenhouse Tips 


Take cuttings of acalypha, rooting 
them, if possible, in a closed case with 
70°-75° bottom heat. If February cut- 
tings of Exacum affine are potted as soon 
as they root they will flower by the end 
of May. 

Tuberous begonias and _ gloxinias 
should be started now in light, fibrous 
soil. 

Sow seed of ageratum, wilt-resistant 
China aster, cornflower, gerbera, harden- 


bergia, morning-glories, annual phlox, 
sweet peas, thunbergia, torenia and 
zinnias. Morning-glory seed should be 


planted four or five to a 5-inch pot and 
one or two of the strongest seedlings 
saved. Gerbera seedlings should be trans- 
planted as soon as they are large enough 
to handle since they have a tendency to 
damp off easily. 

Previously started plants which should 
be ready for final potting or benching 
include; calceolaria, calendula, annual

Non-Flowering Forsythias 


Although my forsythia shrubs grow 
well, they have never bloomed since | 
planted them several years ago. I would 
like to have bloom on them this spring. 
Is there anything I can do?—Mnrs. Frep 
H. Krout (Wis.) 


Non-flowering in forsythias is gener- 
ally due to peculiar weather conditions. 
If there is a warm spell very early in 
the spring, flower buds will start to de- 
velop. If this is then followed by a 
late freeze, these buds will be frozen and 
never mature. This may or may not 
be your trouble. To determine if your 
plants have flower buds, take several 
branches into the house this month and 
keep them in water. If blossoms fail to 


show you might as well discard the 
plants; they may never flower. If they 


do flower in the house, all you can do is 
hope that a late freeze won’t kill the 
maturing buds. 


Daffodil Buds Dry Up 


Just as some of my daffodils were 
about to bloom last spring, the buds 
dried up. Is there anything I can do to 
prevent the same thing from happening 
this year?—Mrs. Harry C. Lane (Ohio) 


Daffodil bud blasting (drying up) is 
not unusual. It is sometimes due to a 
heavy soil retaining too much water 
over the winter. The condition is more 
in evidence after a mild winter than 
after a severe one. If it occurs again, 
there is little you can do short of digging 
them up and planting in fresh soil that 
is not as heavy. 


Cultivated Mushrooms 


Is it possible to grow the common 
sponge-type mushroom under cultiva- 
tion? This is the mushroom found in the 
spring beside a log or stump.—NEIL 


Kesey (J/l.) 


Attempts to grow the sponge mush- 
room anywhere other than its natural 
site have not ‘been successful. However, 
if you could duplicate the natural con- 
ditions and sow the dustlike spores, some 
might germinate. It would be an inter- 
esting experiment. 


Mite on African Violet 


What makes the center leaves of my 
African violet get hard and stop grow- 
ing?—Mnpre. Harotp A. JoHNsON (Kan.) 


The trouble with your African violet 
is undoubtedly mite, the worst enemy of 
African violets. Plants in a severe state 
should be destroyed. To prevent mites 
from attacking other plants, treat the soil 
with sodium selenate. This is an insecti- 
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cide which is absorbed by the plant 
through the roots and poisons the insects 
as they feed. This is now available in 
capsule form for home gardeners’ con- 
venience.

Roses From Seed 


It is my understanding that most roses 
may be propagated from seed. Will you 
please advise when and how this is ac- 
complished?—Mrs. Bess Guipry (La.) 


Generally it’s only the hybridizer who 
raises roses from seed, starting them in 
a greenhouse during the winter. It’s not 
likely that you will be successful with 
them outdoors since they are not easy to 
sprout and some refuse to sprout at all. 
The seed is removed from the berry (or 
hip) when the latter turns red and the 
seed is dark brown. They are dried and 
stored at a low temperature for several 
months before they are sown. 


Greenhouse Heating 


I have a small greenhouse attached 
to my house and I would like to heat it 
with natural gas. Will escaping gas 
harm the plants?—S. H. Harrincton 
( Miss.) 


If there is no leakage, there is no 
reason why gas cannot be used to heat 
your greenhouse. With proper ventila- 
tion, even a small amount of gas should 
be tolerated. To be sure of detecting any 
damage at once, keep a few young 
tomato plants in the greenhouse. |0- 
matoes will show gas injury before the 
other plants.

In staging flower shows, I’d stick to the 
printed schedule and not add any classes 
once the schedule has been given out. 
Making up special classes for this and 
that odd plant usually ends in trouble. 
First, it’s not fair to those who have 
abided by the schedule, and second, it’s 
not fair to ask the judge to score only 
one entry in a class. After all, if you 
take a horse to a horse race, it has to 
enter one of the races. It cannot run a 
special race all by itself. And third, all 
tco often the person who expects a 
special class is not satisfied with the 
award unless it’s a first.

[From PAGE 72] with a window that 
opens would be ideal. To preserve their 
pristine flavor, don’t dry them in the 
oven or the sun. After a few days of 
drying, crumble the crisp leaves off the 
stalks and store in tightly covered labeled 
jars. Plants that are harvested in July 
yield another crop in the fall. 

Herbs for the small garden may be 
divided into three groups, those for cook- 
ing, those for teas and those that are es- 
pecially fragrant and lend charm out- 
doors in the garden, indoors in bouquets 
and potpourris. 

For use in the kitchen begin with dill 
which lends spice to fish, flavor to soup, 
and relish to pickles. The feathery yellow 
blossoms suggest Queen Anne’s lace and 
are quite lovely in a bouquet. If you’re 
looking for a little courage, grow borage. 
Tasting vaguely of cucumber, it flavors 
salads, cider and wines and adds to your 
stamina as you partake (so they say). 
Actually the petals of its lovely blue 
flowers make a fine decoration when 
dropped in summer drinks. 

The seeds of anise, besides keeping 
you young forever, add a subtle note to 
bread and cake. Basil turns tomato soup 
into food for the gods. Coriander seeds, 
dipped in sugar, are enjoyed by the very 
young. Sweet marjoram and summer 
savory are for seasoning and chervil is 
for soup. 

Among the perennials is sage, which 
flavors everything from stuffings to meat, 
prolonging your life the while. It was 
an old custom to judge the fortunes of a 
family by the health of the sage growing 
in the garden—either neat, healthy and 
thrifty or rambly, sickly and lazy. Thyme 
adds zest to wine. Chives improve the 
best of salads. So does tarragon. As for 
salads, don’t be limited by custom but 
try whatever your fancy dictates in the 
way of herbs and there’s no telling what 
individual dishes you will produce. 

Parsley is familiar to everyone but few 
know that it is just as good dried as 
fresh. For a subtle flavor in an omelette, 
use a pinch of tansy. Mint is not only 
fine in jellies and tea but salad and meat 





balls are noticeably improved by just a 


pinch. ; 

The keynote of the successful use of 
herbs in cooking lies in the subtlety with 
which you handle the matter. Let their 
taste in the food be as elusive as their 
scent in the garden. They should en- 
hance the flavor, not supplant it. One 
should be but dimly aware of a vaguely 
mysterious taste that seems indefinable. 
Then, and only then, will you have mas- 
tered the art of cooking with herbs.

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coming cold. Easier to grow than a 
wonder drug and quite a lot cheaper! 
Peppermint tea is stimulating and warm- 
ing and a favorite in London where fogs 
are damp and cold. Crushed fresh pep- 
permint leaves on the forehead are sup- 
posed to eliminate headache. Winter- 
green tea with honey is another joy for 
a cold January afternoon. Catnip tea is 
reputed to soothe the nerves. And, of 
course, your pet cat will enjoy that part 
of the garden. Rosemary is for remem- 
brance. Drink it and see what your 
memory brings back. Lemon balm tea is 
good for anything that ails you! 

To make herb tea pour a cup of boil- 
ing water on a teaspoon of dried leaves 
(use fresh leaves in summer) and let 
it stand until it attains a strength you 
like. Add honey but never sugar, a 
squeeze of lemon and perhaps a clove 
or two. A mingling of several of your 
favorite teas together will create an 
original blend—something which is quite 
your own. 

So much for eating. If you are sus- 
ceptible to fragrances in the garden, grow 
lavender, for aside from scenting linen 
it fills your garden with a delightful 
odor. It is also supposed to cheer you 
promptly when your spirits are low. 
There’s obvious power in fragrance and 
if scents can induce good humor, why 
laugh at the love potions of old. After 
all, good humor may lead almost any- 
where. Rosemary not only keeps the 
evil eye averted but when hung in your 
closet will drive away the moths. 

A potpourri of your favorite fra- 
grances in a jar will remain pungent all 
winter. Herbs to choose for this, be- 
sides lavender and rosemary, are anise, 
bergamot (beloved by bees), hyssop, 
costmary, wintergreen, lemon verbena, 
rose geranium and fennel (which you may 
eat in place of celery). 

To make a potpourri, gather a quart 
jar of petals from budding roses when 
the sun is on them. Dry them in a warm, 
dark, airy place for a few days. Then, in 
a dish, put first a layer of roses, next a 
layer of salt, more roses, more salt, cover, 
and leave for ten days. Turn the petals 
out into a preserve jar with a stick of 
cinnamon and allspice and leave for six 
weeks. Then open and mix in an ounce 
of lavender flowers, crushed orris root 
and 16 drops of oil of rose. Into this mix- 
ture toss a few petals of rosemary, 
southernwood, lemon verbena and rose 
geranium, being sure the leaves are 
thoroughly dry. Now the potpourri is 
complete and you will find that occasional 
whiffs of it through the winter, or at any 
season, will be most refreshing. Leave 
the cover off for a few minutes and the 
subtle fragrance will spread through the 
room and linger for hours. 

There can be magic in a meal, a tea, 
a potpourri. There is magic in an herb, a 
scent, a mood. So try your hand. Grow 
your own and see what you can stir up.»

ly Great Britain, commercial growers 
of pot plants get good results con- 
sistently by using two standard soil mix- 
tures or composts: one for starting seeds 
and the other for growing plants. They 
were developed at the John Innes Horti- 
cultural Institution and are known as 
the John Innes Composts. 

The basic material in the composts 
is a medium loam which has been ster- 
ilized at 180° (190° is the maximum) 
for ten minutes. Higher temperatures 
destroy needed soil bacteria. After steril- 
ization, the soil is cooled quickly by 
spreading it out. The sand and peatmoss 
mixed with the loam do not require ster- 
ilization, but peatmoss should be moist- 
ened before it is added. When medium 
loam is not available, growers who have 
a light loam add less sand than the 
compost formula requires, while those 
with a heavy loam add more sand. 

Compost for starting seeds consists of 
two parts loam, one part peatmoss and 
one part coarse sand. To each bushel of 
the mixture are added 34 ounce of chalk 
(ground limestone) and 1144 ounces of 
superphosphate of lime. The compost is 
then sifted through a 1%-inch riddle or 
screen. 

The potting compost for plants is 
composed of seven parts loam, three 
parts horticultural peatmoss and two 
parts coarse sharp sand. To each bushel 
of this mixture are added 34 ounce of 
chalk, 14% ounces of superphosphate of 
lime, 14% ounces of hoof and horn meal 
(fine grist) and 34 ounce of sulphate of 
potash (or muriate of potash). The com- 
post is then sifted through a 34-inch 
riddle. 

Composts are mixed by spreading 
out the basic ingredients on a mixing 
floor, dusting the chemicals over them, 
and turning the entire mass over sey- 
eral times. 

Plants which are to remain in the 
Same pot for some time benefit from 
the addition of a 4- or 5-inch potful of 
ground charcoal to each bushel of com- 
post. This helps keep the soil sweet. 

Accurate measurements are necessary 
if consistently good results are to be had. 
Ii gredients are measured by loose bulk. 
li a bushel basket is not handy, a 
wooden box 20 inches long, 10 inches 
wde, and 10 inches deep can be used 
to measure an exact bushel of soil.

[From pace 44] GaTINAeu, introduced 
in 1952, is an orange salmon with light 
yellow throat. A vigorous grower, spikes 
of this variety created considerable in- 
terest on the part of visitors to my 
garden. 

Princess Aurora, from Quebec and 
scheduled to make its debut in 1953, is 
one of the tallest glads I grow. Flower- 
heads often carry nine open ruffled florets 
of deep orange with yellowish throat. 


Salmon Varieties 


This particular class was oft discussed 
in 1952 by reason of a newcomer to it 
and I suspect the older names of Dolly 
Varden, a huge salmon with white throat, 
Capella, Fraser, Pharoah, and the 1952 
introduction Pink Pride, a fine rosy sal- 
mon, will have to look to their laurels. 

Kinc Size, appropriately named, was 
judged by the writer for the first time 
as a seedling at the Central International 
Show in Lansing, Michigan. This past 
year King Size has added to its list of 
awards and can be surely labelled as 
an exhibition glad. A light salmon with 
carmine markings on a cream blotch, its 
6- to 64-inch florets on 24-bud spikes are 
produced with average culture in the 
home garden. 

In contrast to the giant King Size, 
Vision, a smaller light salmon with yel- 
low throat, should fill a void in this size 
classification. Florets are ruffled and 
round and spikes of this variety carried 
eight open. 


Searlet Varieties 


The scarlet class continues to be among 
the strongest with such tested varieties as 
Dieppe, Fire Gleam, Harold K., Red 
Wing, Eclipse, War Paint and the more 
recent Dee Twelve evident in many 
plantings. 

HARRISBURGER, a bright scarlet with 
lighter scarlet throat, will rank with the 
best of the older ones and 22-bud spikes 
of informally arranged florets will catch 
the eye of the most casual observer. 

Davin Warr, a tall glowing scarlet 
from across the Canadian border, by 
reason of its intensely ruffled florets, 
should be welcomed to the class. 


Pink Varieties 


When one stops to think that there 
are over 200 “pink glads” listed and that 
no show table ever appears large enough 
for the entries of the classification, it 
seems strange there would be room for 
new varieties. Each year excellent new 
ones do appear and 1953 will be no 
exception. 

In citing the older varieties, Spic and 
Span brought me another Grand Cham- 
pionship in 1952, hence my prejudice 
in listing it first. Following it closely,

Pink BougueET, a seedling of excellent 
parentage, is a light pink with creamy 
throat. Spikes of 28 buds with many 
open florets can best be described as 
ribbons of color, notwithstanding in- 
formal placement. While primarily a 
prospective top commercial variety, it has 
also won many awards as a seedling. 

BLOssoMTIME, with florets of pure pink 
shading to a white center, has been a 
most consistent performing seedling for 
me, an evaluation substantiated by its 
being awarded the American Home 
Achievement Medal. Its straight spikes 
are uniform, averaging 19 buds, and 
large wide open florets make it live up 
to its name. 

Look, a glistening light pink which 
wouldn’t be denied in my garden, took the 
worst weather conditions in full stride. 
It should prove a sturdy glad for the 
florists. 

(Pink CuiFFon, a ruffled pale pink, is 
a nicely balanced glad that can boast 
up to seven open florets while showing 
a faint line of coloring in five others. 

SouTHERN BELLE, a seedling of Friend- 
ship, attracted many visitors to my 
garden. It is a medium pink with snowy 
white throat. This is a 1952 introduction 
that should please many. 


Red Varieties 


Leah Gorham, Royal Flush, Hamlet, 
Black Cherry and Mid America are my 
torchbearers among the older names but 
several new seedlings caught my eye in 
1952. 

Truty Fair, a very early red, has the 
coloring of the American Beauty rose. 
The florets, somewhat ruffled and wide 
open, have a lustrous sheen that is most 
effective. Spikes of this vigorous per- 
former elicited many favorable com- 
ments during the season. 

Earty Rep, which I have had under 
test as a seedling for several years, is 
a glowing pure red that I found a most 
consistent grower. Spikes were con- 
spicuous in my patch by reason of the 
brilliance of their color, the florets light- 
ing one another as though by artificial 
means. 

RuFF_Lep Espony, a dark red, won many 
high awards as a seedling in 1952 and 
I predict it will find a top spot for itself 
on all glad lists in a short time. Beauti- 
fully proportioned spikes of 5-inch ruffled 
florets are a sight to behold. 

PoINSETTIA, introduced in 1952, is a 
light red that appeals to me as a com- 
mercial prospect. An excellent glad for 
basket arrangements and florist use, it 
was hard to find fault with in my test 
garden. 

Royat TREAT, a seedling of Burma,

introduced in 1952, is a ruffled deep 
red that produces 20-bud spikes with five 
to six open florets in the field. It seems 
to have given a good record of itself in 
various types of soils and climate. 


Rose Varieties 


As in the case of the pink varieties, 
particular emphasis seems to have been 
placed by the hybridizer upon the crea- 
tion of new rose shades. I might add a 
worth-while job has been done in this 
direction. My favorites among the better 
known names include Noweta Rose, 
Madeline Hefty, Edgewood, Aristocrat, 
Chamouny and Burma. 

The 1952 introductions in this class, 
Rosita, a beautiful light rose with deeper 
markings on the lower petal, and Teen- 
ager, a smaller medium rose with bluish 
overtone, were without question among 
the best ten performers in my garden. 

WHISTLE Stop, the best seedling I had 
under test in this color classification, is 
a brilliant rose purple with deeper rose 
spear. Noticeably healthy, well defined 
spikes had substance and uniformity. 
Ruffled florets opened well both in the 
field and after being cut. 


Lavender Varieties 


This past season I was well rewarded 
by the careful culling of lavender va- 
rieties effected in 1951, which left me 
with the proven names of Francesca, 
Colonel Atkinson, Falcon, Parthiena, 
Elizabeth the Queen, Gail, Bridal Orchid 
and the more recent introductions Silver 
Lustre and Tyrone. Two new seedlings 
that will be brought out in 1953 should 
serve as outstanding additions to the 
class. 

Princess, which I had occasion to 
name champion seedling at the Peekskill, 
New York, show in 1952, thus added 
another high award to its list of win- 
nings. Stately spikes with perfectly 
placed florets make Princess a difficult 
glad to beat in competition. Its lavender 
coloring is warm and appealing. 

CAVALIER proved an interesting seed- 
ling. It is mauve with bluish shadings, 
the blue tones being most pronounced 
in cooler weather. A strong grower, it 
produces spikes reaching 5 feet in height. 


Purple Varieties 


In the last few years there has been 
a marked strengthening of this class 
with the introduction of King David 
and The Rajah, both of which can be 
counted upon without question. Taking

leases, one should have no further diff- 

culty in meeting his needs in purple 

glads.

BLUEBERRY, a medium blue, looked 
good in my seedling patch last year, 
opening six florets on 19-bud spikes. 


Smoky Varieties 


In this, my favorite classification, I 
found no outstanding seedling to be re- 
leased in 1953. Wahoo, Storm Terror, 
Persian Rug, Desert Desk, Sandman and 
Stormy Weather, the older varieties, will 
suffice as there are some interesting color 
shades among them. 


Any Other Color 


I believe it only fair to say that this 
past summer I found most interest being 
displayed by the general public in this 
class. I tend to lean to South Seas, Voo- 
dun-it, Choctaw and Embers, the fine 
1952 release, as my Gibraltars in this 
classification. But two new ones rate 
high on the list. 

CHEROKEE, a new bronze red, actually 
a true bronze such as one associates 
with Indian war paints, was one of the 
best performers for me this past summer. 
Flower heads are well proportioned and 
6-inch florets are nicely fitted together 
on the stem. 

Van Iste, while difficult to describe, 
caught the eye of every so-called smoky 
enthusiast. This mulberry-colored glad 
with white throat is most adaptable to 
table arrangements. It can win on the 
show table as well and belongs in any 
collection.»

St. CECILE 
has a slight suffusion of pink in its 
makeup. 


Yellow Varieties 


Nothing new has come along to chal- 
lenge the supremacy of Little Gold and 
Statuette, varieties of recent origin.

Hybridizing Gladiolus 


[From PAGE 49] olus to open its florets 
gradually means that usually not over 
two florets on a single spike can be suc- 


cessfully pollinated on a given day. 
Others are pollinated on succeeding 


days as the stigma becomes ready to 
receive it. While there is no absolute 
reason for all florets not being pollinated, 
it is general practice to fertilize only the 
first six to eight florets on the spike. 
Following this procedure, all seed pods 
will be ready for gathering at about the 
same time. 

Experience has shown that the florets 
near the bottom of the spike are more 
apt to develop full pods of seed than are 
those nearer the tip. After the desired 
number of florets have been fertilized, it 
is good practice to break off the remain- 
ing florets so that all the strength going 
into the spike will be utilized in seed 
production. 

To prevent accidental pollination of 
the seed parent by insects or humming- 
birds, the petals of the fertilized flower 
may be woven together by passing an 
ordinary toothpick through them. An- 
other method is to cut away the greater 
part of the lower three petals, thus re- 
moving the insect’s landing field. 

When a floret has been pollinated 
successfully, the seed will develop in the 
ovary at the base of the style or hollow 
stem: which holds the stigma. This ovary 
becomes the seed pod. After the pods 
turn: brown and just as they are begin- 
ning to break open, the seed is ready 
to be gathered. If left too long, the pod 
will burst and the seed will be scattered 
on the ground. 

The pods are cut off, brought indoors 
and stored in a fairly warm, dry place. 
When fully dried, the seed is cleaned 
from the opened pods. It may be put into 
small envelopes or other suitable con- 
tainers and stored in dry quarters over 
the winter. 

The following spring the seed is 
planted in frames or deep seed flats. 
The soil should have a fairly high humus 
content so that it will hold moisture well. 
A heavy feeding of commercial fertilizer 
is not necessary. The small seeds are 
covered to a depth of about % inch, 
the soil firmed and then well soaked. 
Seeds require constant moisture if they 
are to grow well. A covering of about 
an inch of peatmoss over the whole bed 
will be of great help. The beds should 
be shaded with lath or tobacco cloth, 
which is not removed until the little 
plants have made their second leaves. 

In the fall, the little seedling corms 


are dug, placed in storage quarters and | 


handled in the same manner as stock of 
named varieties. The next season, the 
corms are planted out in the garden like 
regular corms and grown on to full size. 
Selections are made from the plants as

comes art. The hybridist must now dis- 
play good taste and good judgment. And 
this judgment must be based on knowl- 
edge of what the existing hundreds of 
varieties are like and knowledge of the 
characteristics which constitute an out- 
standing gladiolus. There is, of course, a 
certain thrill in watching all these new 
kinds as they first make their appearance, 
and the hybridist may keep for his own 
use whatever strikes his fancy. However, 
if he is to make a really worth-while con- 
tribution to the list of introduced gladi- 
olus varieties he must make certain that 
what he is offering is superior or novel. 

To be sure of his ground, the hybridist 
must subject his new variety to a period 
of testing. He will want to find out 
whether or not it propagates readily, 
whether or not it is fairly resistant to the 
fungi or rots that affect all plant life and 
whether or not the cut spike will open its 
florets in water. There is also the ques- 
tion of the ability of the flower to with- 
stand the rigors of sun and rain, and the 
question of the stem growing without 
undue crooking. Only after these ques- 
tions have been answered satisfactorily 
is the new kind ready to make its bow 
as a named variety. 

Another place where the artist comes 
to the fore is in the selection of varieties 
to be used as parents. No hard and fast 
rules can be given here. A study of the 
parental background of some of the ex- 
isting varieties may give some hints as to 
what to expect when certain ones are 
used as seed or pollen bearers. But 
nothing very conclusive has so far been 
revealed. The hybridist can only esti- 
mate and approximate. 

Every hybridist dreams of creating 
flowers that will be prize winners, but 
whether he succeeds or not does not 
mean that he has found success or fail- 
ure. There is no real failure in a venture 
so alluring, and your own children al- 
ways hold a place next to your heart, if 
only because they are your own

much. Gladiolus roots are somewhat 
shallow and root injury will result if 
the cultivator is run too close to the rows 
of plants. Several weed-eradicator chem- 
icals are already available. Indeed one 
of them— 2, 4-D—has been on the market 
several years. But recent field tests at 
Michigan State College have demon- 
strated that this chemical is practical 
only as a pre-emergence soil treatment 
for broad-leaved weeds and crabgrass. 
However, the new chemical potassium 
cyanate, marketed as Aero Cyanate, is 
an even better weed killer. Following 
tests at the Ornamental Research Labo- 
ratory on Long Island, it is now recom- 
mended for gladiolus.

pre-emergence weed killer, it will also 
do a good job on weeds up to 6 inches 
high. It is applied with an ordinary 
sprayer, but care must be taken to confine 
the spray material to the base of the 
glads. Small rust spots may appear 
there, but these will not harm the plant 
or the resulting spike. At present, 
potassium cyanate is recommended only 
for glads and onions, so do not apply it 
to any other plants. 

I'd like to offer one rather obvious 
suggestion that can, nevertheless, save 
you much trouble and confusion. Keep 
every gladiolus variety labeled through 
both growing and storage seasons, and 
each year make a garden plan of the 
position of the varieties. 

Ironically enough, it seems that no 
sooner does the home gardener begin to 
put into practice a new and better way 
of doing something than an improvement 
on the improvement appears! If the 
gladiolus fancier is to keep up with the 


times and maintain his green-thumb 
reputation, he must keep touch with 


the sources of new information, particu- 
larly garden magazines and state college 
bulletins. These sources provide you with 
a host of valuable new ideas and prac- 
tices, enabling you to be a truly pro- 
gressive gardener 





Glad Arrangements 


[From Pace 51] takes only a few min- 
ultes and gives you an arrangement you 
can be proud of. See the step-by-step 
arrangement on page 5l. 

With five stalks used in the dining- 
table centerpiece you have one left to 
use in an effective decoration for a desk 
or small table. By cutting the stem into 
three parts and using the leaves in a 
small bowl to form the outline, a con- 
versation piece may be created. The 
addition of figures in scale to the arrange- 
ment complement the flowers. See the 
arrangement on page 5l. 

As the florets at the base of the stems 
fade, those opening at the tips may be 
cut and used again in another arrange- 
ment. With an outline made of clip- 
pings of azalea foliage, the last of the 
gladiolus can be tucked in a suitable con- 
tainer and enjoyed for several more days. 
See the arrangement in the brass scales 
on page 50 

The same principles of design may be 
followed using more gladiolus in a larger 
container. Those that curve slightly 
should be placed to curve in unison so 
that a definite line or pattern may be 
developed. Remember the profile .of a 
gladiolus is as interesting and beautiful 
in a flower arrangement as a full face 
view. By grouping similar colors to. 
gether and by letting the colors blend 
from light to dark, the effect will be a 
delightful study of values in light and 
shadow. If you place the lighter yellow, 
peach and pink flowers on one side, the

illusion of sunshine on the arrangement 
brings out the highlights of the compo- 
sition. The deep tones of smoky laven- 
ders and purples placed on the other 
side develops the shadows. With the 
stronger and more vibrant colors grouped 
in the center, you'll have a rounded 
three-dimensional study of pleasing de- 
sign, provided the stalks are not tightly 
crammed together. Making an arrange- 
ment like this with a large quantity of 
glads from your garden gives you the 
thrill of painting with living color. 

A dozen gladiolus of one color present 
more of an arrangement problem. They 
can be made more interesting by adding 
a few evergreen branches and rhododen- 
dron leaves. With this in mind, cut three 
sprays of juniper or a similar evergreen 
and place them on a needle-point holder 
in a triangular pattern, as in the first 
arrangement described. Next, cut the 
gladiolus to shorter lengths than the 
outline branches and fill them in using 
the larger florets at the base and in the 
center. The addition of rhododendron 
leaves gives a bit of contrast in form and 
texture and it helps to make a more com- 
plete arrangement like the one shown on 
page 51. 

Gladiolus combine well with many 
other flowers. Since they are available 
throughout most of the year, they may be 
used with tulips, peonies. iris, roses, lilies, 
carnations, dahlias or chrysanthemums 
which give variety of color and form. The 
relationship with any of these flowers is 


harmonious from the standpoint of 
colors and textures. In a massed bou- 
quet of mixed blooms, snapdragons, 


stock, lupines, delphiniums, aconite or 
tuberoses may be used to give a variety 
of forms. The flowers must be well re- 
lated to each other in scale as well as 
to the container. The arrangement may 
be outlined with gladiolus in bud. 

Interesting foliage such as ivy, lamb’s 
tongue and hosta leaves can lift the glad 
arrangement from the commonplace. 
Berries of pyracantha and Baltic ivy add 
a different texture and feeling so that 
the whole composition becomes reminis- 
cent of an old painting. 

Wide-leaved foliage. such as that of 
cannas, may be used effectively with 
brilliant glads by arranging canna leaves 
with some space between the leaves and 
filling in with brilliant glads. Then 
draw attention to the center of the ar- 
rangement by grouping several dahlias 
there. In winter, dracaena or tia leaves 
obtained from your florist may be used 
instead of canna leaves, and chrysanthe- 
mums or any flower of similar size or 
shape may be substituted for the dahlias. 

We should all be grateful for the use- 
fulness of gladiolus in all types of flower 
arrangements throughout the entire year. 
So, let’s make the most of their beauty 


by taking pride and care in their ar- 
rangement.

[From pace 41] one application when 
the plants were 4-5 inches high resulted 
in 5 per cent abnormal blooms and two 
applications resulted in over 50 per cent 
abnormal blooms. 

Para-chlorophenoxyacetic acid (PCA), 
at a concentration of 1500 parts per mil- 
lion and applied to the base of self-sterile 
tomato flower clusters, induced fruit set 
at distances as great as 444 inches from 
the point of application. This disclosure 
by Saul Zalik, G. A. Hobbs and A. C. 
Leopold at Purdue shows that fruit set 
can be induced by hormones without 
direct treatment of the flower. 

Hardiness tests with multiflora and 
Frau Karl Druschki roses, conducted by 
Leonard E. Carrier at Cornell, indicated 
that large canes are less resistant to 
frost injury than small canes and that 
the bud-union is the least hardy above- 
ground part of a rose plant. If the same 
were found true of most other roses it 
would indicate that “the most satisfactory 
rose for fall planting would not neces- 
sarily be a No. 1 or No. 1% grade, as is 
the custom, but might possibly be a No. 
2 grade or something smaller”; also that 
“ ‘own root’ roses might be preferable [to 
budded roses] in some cases from the 
standpoint of hardiness.” 

Cold injury tests with raspberries, con- 
ducted by W. G. Brierley, R. H. Landon 
and R. J. Stadtherr at the University of 
Minnesota, showed that brief warm spells 
during winter (as short a period as 4 
hours at 39° F.) result in loss of cold 
resistance and may be followed by severe 
injury or killing at subsequent freezing 
temperatures. 

Curtis G. Keyes at the University of 
Connecticut found that sweet pea seed 
that had been germinated in moist sand 
at room temperature before planting out- 
doors was more satisfactory than un- 
germinated seed, whether planted in the 
fall or in the spring. Indications were 
that sprouted seed is more resistant to 
fungus attack and physiological break- 
down than unsprouted seed. 


I should be remembered that scientific 
papers such as those from which the 
above paragraphs were extracted are 
merely factual reports on experiments 
conducted. They’re not recommendations 
for the culture of the plants used in the 
experiments, and they’re not presented as 
the last word on the subjects with which 
they deal. It would therefore be a serious 
mistake for a farmer or gardener to adopt 
any of the techniques mentioned except 
as a small-scale trial to be observed for 
a considerable period of time. As indi- 
cated at the beginning, these paragraphs 
are intended merely to show how our 
scientific knowledge of plant life accum- 
ulates piecemeal over the years.

American Persimmon 


I never realized until recently, when I 
started out to find a source of supply for 
American persimmon (Diospyros vir- 
giniana), how scarce it is in nurseries. 
There are plenty of Oriental kinds avail- 
able in the South and in California, but 
Spring Hill Nurseries, Tipp City, Ohio, 
was one of the few sources for the native 
species that came to light. If you were 
raised in its natural range from Con- 
necticut to lowa and southward, you do 
not need to be told how delicious a per- 
simmon can be after it has been ripened 
by freezing temperatures. 





Hypericum Hidcote 


After seeing the new St. John’s wort, 
hypericum Hidcote, in bloom, it is easy 
to understand why it has made such a 
good impression on European gardeners. 
The plant I saw was a 2-foot shrub 
covered with pright yellow cups about 2 
inches across. It is said to bloom from 
June until hard frosts and to be root 
hardy even in the North, where shrubby 
hypericums are usually a problem. The 
plant seen came from The Conard-Pyle 
Co., West Grove, Pennsylvania. 


Cynanchum 


The popular idea that the milkweed 
family is more curious than beautiful has 
apparently led to the neglect of some 
good garden material. The genus cyman- 
chum is a case in point. The two plants 
of this genus I’ve acquired so far are 
the mosquito plant, C. acuminatifolium 
from Rex Pearce, Moorestown, New Jer- 
sey, and C. vincetaxicum (a casual escape 
in eastern states), which I obtained from 
the Blue Bird Gardens, Sudbury, Penn- 
sylvania. Both of these have made a 


good impression by a graceful growth 
to 20 inches, a more or less summer-long 
profusion of white waxy stars, and an 
ease of culture suit busy gardeners. 





Rose Pyramid 


Lack of space is one of the greatest 
obstacles to overcome in a small garden. 
The Krider Nurseries, Inc., Middlebury, 
Indiana, have come up with a pyramid 
arrangement which should be a boon to 
the small-garden rose lover. In a space 
of only 6 feet in diameter, 24 roses (they 
recommend polyanthas) can be grown 
and flowered. They also offer a smaller, 
5-foot size. 


Mesembryanthemum ceriniflorum 


The botanists have been having so much 
fun with the genus mesembryanthemum 
—splitting it into a number of genera— 
that the gardener who is careful of his 
plant names approaches a new “mesem” 
with not a little trepidation. But he can 
approach M. criniflorum with every con- 
fidence that it will prove to be one of the 
most exciting hardy low-growing annuals 
that he has found in a long time. Of 
trailing habit, it spreads out a carpet of 
succulent foliage covered with inch-wide 
flowers in a myriad of delightful shades 
and combinations from white, buff, apri- 
cot and primrose through pinks of many 
shades to crimson. Seeds of this easily 
grown plant are available from Thomp- 
son & Morgan, Ipswich, England.
